N ew Y o e k , March 19th—A. at.—Special 
cable news from London says : 
The Gov­ 
ernm ent will hardly be able to introduce 
the coercion bill on Monday, after all. To­ 
night it was taken up w ith a rem arkable 
debate on the arrest of Father Keller, 
which has just taken place in Youghal, 
and on the state of things in that town 
w hich resulted in the death, at the hands 
o f the police, of the son of W idow H an­ 
lon. The 
circumstances 
in 
connection 
w ith this arrest vividly illustrate the 
new 
Government 
policy of exaspera­ 
tion. 
Father K eller has been 
arrested 
on a w arrant of the Bankruptcy Court for 
contem pt in refusing to give evidence 
against his flock in connection with the 
cam paign. The Court had issued a pre­ 
vious w arrant, which it dropped after an 
abortive attem pt to execute it, as soon as 
th e rem arkable letter of the Bishop of 
Cloyne, approving Father K eller's action, 
appeared. It was just then that Sir Michael 
Hicks-Beach resigned, and Balfour, not 
liking to begin his official career with a 
fiasco, urged the Bankruptcy Court to issue 
another w arrant. H e also assembled in 
D ublin Castle a m eeting of all divisional 
m agistrates in 
Ireland, and instructed 
them to 
ORDER THE POLICE TO SHOOT PEOPLE 
W henever they got the least excuse. The 
first result of this bloodthirsty mandate 
was the killing of young H anion by the 
extra police, who went to Youghat to ef­ 
fect the arrest of Father Keller. The most 
extraordinary thing that has occurred in 
connection w ith these proceedings was 
w hat took place at the Coroner’s inquest on 
the body of H anlon. The police offered 
every obstruction they could to the iaw in 
its endeavor to bring H anlon's m urderer 
to justice. They have refused to give evi­ 
dence in the Coroner’s Court, so that official 
has been obliged to issue a w arrant for the 
com m ittal of the police witnesses for con­ 
tem pt. 
HERE COMES THE STARTLING CONTRAST. 
The Inspector whom the Coroner or­ 
dered to execute his w arrant sim ply stuck 
th e paper in his belt and laughed in the 
Coroner’s face, and when the Coroner in 
open Court ordered him a second tim e to 
place the police witness under arrest he 
flatly refused to obey. 
American readers 
w ill note that the offense of Father Keller 
and the offense of the policeman committed 
by the Coroner were precisely the same— 
refusing to give evidence—with the differ­ 
ence that the priest, as the privileged con­ 
fessor of his flock, refused to betray the se­ 
crets confided to him , which he is bonnd 
by his religion to guard w ith his life, 
w hile the policemen, sworn of law, was 
obstructing law in order to shield a red- 
banded m urderer. Y et the Government 
have ordered their forces out and plunged 
a peaceful district in bloodshed and dis­ 
turbance to effect the arrest of Father 
Keller, and have at the same tim e refused 
to stir a finger to execute the w arrant for 
the arrest of police witnesses. 
This fact 
speaks more eloquently than words of the 
character of the English Government in 
Ireland. To-night 
THE COLD-BLOODED IRISH SECRETA BY, BAL­ 
FOUR, 
Intensified the action of the police, but the 
action of the police in using every effort to 
cloak the identity of the constable who 
stabbed H anlon is a confession that they 
are conscious the deed was wanton, and 
perm itted in order to earn the approval of 
th e new Chief Secretary. 
It was proved at 
the inquest that the crowd upon which the 
police charged num bered only thirty u n ­ 
arm ed persons, while the 
police were 
twenty-five and armed with rifles and bay­ 
onets. It was also proved by eye-witnesses 
th at the policeman who stabbed H anlon 
did so when the latter was fleeing, and, 
having slain him , rushed into a doorway to 
stab another man. 
Father Keller, who is a venerable priest 
and respected by people of all classes and 
*11 religions in his district, was, while on 
his way to Dnblin as a prisoner to-day, 
presented at Thurles with an address by 
the Archbishop of Capel in person.

Gladstone declares that home 
rule m ust precede land purchase, because 
lie wants the Irish Government to be 
responsible for any money the British pay­ 
ers may advance, while Chamberlain wants 
th e land purchased before home rule is 
enacted, because he expects a settlement of 
the land question would kill the demand 
for hom e rule. These are two funda­ 
m entally different points of view, and 
when, in addition, it is borne in m ind that 
Cham berlain's first and last object is to up­ 
set Glandstone, it will be seen the hope of 
reconciliation was utterly futile.

T h e L o n d o n C o rp o ra tio n In q u ir y P a n s 
O u t A b u n d a n tly . 
L o n d o n . March 18th.—The Parliam entary 
com m ittee appointed to investigate the 
charge against the London Corporation 
held its first session to-day. 
Lord H arring­ 
ton presided. 
Mr. Fierth, formerly a m em ­ 
ber of Parliam ent, deposed that he had 
exam ined the accounts of the corpora­ 
tion. 
H e found that a special committee 
had been appointed in 1872 to oppose the 
reform bill, and that there was expended 
by th at committee a total of £50,0W). He 
said that practically the city accounts had 
never been audited, notw ithstanding the 
fact that the Corporation employed so- 
called Auditors, who, witness added, were 
generally men w ithout a pcactical know l­ 


edge of their duties. The meetings held 
in support of the reform bill were raided 
by roughs,-who had been supplied with 
thousands of forged tickets of admission 
by the Corporation officials. 
A man named Hoodge made an affidavit 
that he had been engaged to bribe roughs 
to break up the reform meetings. Mr. 
Scott, City Chamberlain, being sworn, pre­ 
sented a written official protest against the 
production of the Corporation’s accounts, 
on the ground that the Honse of Commons 
exceeded its rights in demanding the ac­ 
counts, and had acted in a m anner deroga­ 
tory to the rights and privileges of the Cor- 
poiation.

SO U TH A M E R IC A . 


R a v a g e s b y C h o le ra —E ffo rts M atte to S to p 
its P ro g re ss . 
New Y o rk . March 18th.—Advices from 
Panama state that a Venezuelan paper, the 
Sulde Ohrieu, says that in six districts three 
honorable men have been m urdered to pre­ 
vent them from voting with the Liberal 
party and making a m anifestation against 
the policy of Guzman Blanco. 
Tlie Deputies have granted the Govern­ 
m ent $40,000 to be expended in keeping up 
sanitary cordons on the roads from the A r­ 
gentine Republic in Bolivia. On Decem­ 
ber 26th the first case of cholera was re­ 
ported in Chile. On January 7th the dis­ 
ease was busy in Cotenne, Pauque and 
Chagres, and within a few days was play­ 
ing havoc along the whole course of the 
Aconcagua river. 
Senor Cotapous, a Chilean 'Deputy, has 
proposed that the nation concede a pension 
to the families of all who m ay die attend­ 
ing cholera patients. 
In Locampo. Chile, a sm all town, from 
sixteen to twenty deaths were occurring 
daily, and the people became so alarmed 
that they finally abandoned the place. 
In the Argentine Republic they are 
building, at the Governm ent's expense, 
barracks to hold from 500 to 1,000 persons 
each. They are to be occupied by im m i­ 
grants arriving there and whom it may be 
necessary to quarantine. 
No vessels from Chile, Uruguay, Peru, or 
the Argentine Republic are allowed to en­ 
ter Nicaraguan 
ports. 
H onduras 
has 
adopted sim ilar precautionary measures. 
The Government of Costa Rica has issued 
a decree ordering all port authorities to re­ 
fuse all vessels to anchor which arrive 
from 
cholera-infested 
ports of 
South 
America. 


A n Im p ris o n e d P a c h a to lie P a rd o n e d . 
C a iro , March 18th—It is reported that 
the Egyptian Government is meditating 
the release of Zobehr Pasha. H e is a 
prisoner of state at Gibraltar, where he 
has been in captivity since March 30, 18S5. 
H e was arrested March 14th at Alexandria 
by the other Khedive, for alleged treason, 
it having been changed that he was a secret 
ally of El Mahdi, and had been largely 
instrum ental in securing for the False 
Prophet the fall of K hartoum . Zobehr 
Pasha preceded General Gordon as Gov­ 
ernor of Soudan. Gordon admired him, 
even till his removal from the Governor­ 
ship, and insisted that he should be re­ 
stored to power, as the only m an capable 
of m aintaining order in Soudan. 
The 
arrest and transportation of Zobehr is a t­ 
tributed by a large and intluential party in 
Egypt to intrigue, and this party always 
insisted that he was a true patriot, and 
rtiat the charges against him which effected 
his downfall were pure inventions. 
T h e “ T h u a d e r e r ” D e fia n t. 
L o n d o n , March 18th.—The Times asks 
why the Parnell party does not try to re­ 
fute the charges made in its article on 
“ Pam ellism and Crime," and sa y s: None 
of the party has taken legal action, al­ 
though if the charges were proved to be 
untrue heavy damage m ight be asked. Can 
Gladstone and his friends persist in telling 
English and Scotch leaders that it is safe 
and honorable to surrender the government 
of Ireland to the allies and instrum ents of 
anti-British plotters in America. 
S h o u ld H a v e A c te d B efo re. 
L o n d o n , March 18th.—Two hundred and 
thirty-five members of the House of Com­ 
mons have signed a memorial in favor of 
the prevention of the publication of of­ 
fensive details in divorce cases. 
They will 
meet next week to decide how to bring the 
subject before Parliam ent.

have offered for public subscription $10,­

T H E C Z A R ’S D A N G E R . 


A G e n e ra l U p risin g in R u ss ia n

The Star’s London special says : The Berlin 
police to-night warned the SL Petersburg 
authorities that a day has been fixed 
by the Terrorist section 
of 
the N i­ 
hilists 
for a 
sim ultaneous 
rising at 
St. Petersburg, Moscow and other large 
centers of population. The information 
in the possession of the Berlin police 
comes from 
tbe 
same 
source 
that 
enabled 
the 
warning 
to 
be sent 
to St. Petersburg that an attempt would be 
m ale on the Czar's life. The St. Peters­ 
burg police force is harrassed and demor­ 
alized by the severity of their duties since 
the arrest of the students. 
Reports that 
N ihilists alone were concerned in the late 
plot is disproved by the fact that scores of 
Constitutionalists have been arrested. 
THE CZAR S PALACE SWARMING WITH POLICE. 
Vienna reports state that secret societies 
are know n to be reuniting, it is suspected, 
for a general rising. The revolutionary 
m ovement is believed to have received an 
enormous impetus by the recent arrests. 
Branches of the revolutionary societies are 
stated to have been established in all the 
principal towns, and the movement is rap­ 
idly extending to the most remote parts of 
the country. 
It is believed that in m any 
districts the nobility are leading the move­ 
ment. 
The force of agents of the secret police 
detailed to watch over the Czar's palace at 
Gatschina is now so large that the palace is 
completely surrounded, 
and the entire 
vicinity is placed under surveillance night 
and day. 


THE INSTIGATOR OF SUNDAY S PLOT. 
It is supposed that last Sunday's plot to 
assassinate the Czar was planned by De- 
gaieff. alias Jablonski, the famous Nihilist 
leader, who was the author of the con­ 
spiracy which resulted in the killing of 
Lieutenant-Colonel Sodeikein, the Russian 
Chief of Police, three years ago. Degaieff 
was transported to Siberia, but escaped to 
Switzerland.

T h e A tto rn e y -G e n e ra l R e n d e rs a D e cis­ 
io n in a R a ilro a d L a n d C ase. 
W a s h in g to n , March 18th.—In compli­ 
ance with a request from the Secretary of 
the Interior, the Attorney-General rendered 
a decision in the celebrated case of the 
Northern Pacific Railroad Company vs. 
Guilford Miller, brought iu the Department 
of the Interior on appeal from a decision 
of tbe Commissioner of the General Land 
Office. The history of the case, briefly 
stated, is as follow s: On December 29, 
18S4, M iller entered a homestead entry of 
the tract in question iu the W alla W alla. 
W . T., Land Office. 
The tract so entered 
lies w ithin forty miles of the line of the 
general route of the said road, as shown by 
a map filed February 21,1872, which filing, 
under the granting Act, operated to w ith­ 
draw the land froth settlem ent and entry. 
On the definite location of the road, October 
4.1880, the land was found to be outside 
of the forty, and w ithin the fifty-mile 
indem nity lim it, and the w ithdraw al from 
the original route was continued as an 
indem nity withdraw al. 
The 
company 
selected the land October 17, 1883. The 
principal question at issue is, w hether the 
railroad indem nity withdrawals are author­ 
ized by law ; or, in other words, whether 
an officer of the Interior D epartm ent had 
or has authority to w ithhold lands within 
indem nity lim its from entry and settle­ 
ment. 
The Attorney-General finds that 
such withdrawal does not rest upon any 
statutory provision, but upon the general 
authority of the Land Department, which 
has been recognized by Congress, repeatedly 
affirmed by the Supreme Court of the 
United States.and can only now be regarded 
as too well established to be questioned. 
The land having been surreptitiously w ith­ 
drawn since 1872, it follows, therefore, that 
M ilier's entry was improperly allowed.

BIG STAKES IN THE FUTURE. 
N ew Y o r k , March 18th.—The Coney 
Island Jockey Club has just published a 
list of the entries for the Futurity stakes of 
1889 and of the Realization stakes for colts 
and fillies three years old, which will be 
run in the same year 
There are 815 en­ 
tries for the former, which w ill'b e worth 
about $75,000 when the stakes are run for. 
The entries for the stakes are the largest in 
num ber of any ever received for any race. 
August Belmont makes 28 entries, the 
Belle Mead stud 42, Clay & Woodford 31, 
A. J. Cassatt 34, J. B. Haggin 54, N . W. 
Kittson 23, D. Swigert 60, B. G. Thomas 33, 
aud Milton Young 54. Every other well- 
known breeder is represented by from half 
a dozen to fifteen entries. Tbe same breed­ 
ers are represented in the Realization stakes, 
which will probably be worth $40.000 when

T U R B U L E N T R IV E R S . 


T h e G re a t F lo o d s in D a k o ta —F u r th e r 
D is a s te rs L o o k e d F o r. 
B ism a rc k (Dak.), M arch 18th.— The 
W ashburne gorge broke last night, and 
early this m orning the river began to rise 
rapidly, and a gorge was formed below the 
city. The ice carried everything with it, 
and struck the immense warehouse of thff 
Northern Pacific, one of the largest in the 
world. The workmen narrow ly escaped 
drowning, and in less than two hours from 
the tim e the gorge broke the water was in 
the second stories of the river boarding­ 
houses, which had been built on wbat was 
considered high ground. Tbe warehouse, 
which is nearly seven hundred feet in 
length, was moved bodily over 30 feet and 
sent crashing against the bluffs. The loss 
on this building will be over $15.000. 
The fmeadow land south of Bismarck, 
comprising 6,000 acres, is now one vast sea, 
and the water is flowing over the newly- 
m ade channel, in this body of surplus 
water, at the rate of ten miles an hour. 
The river at this point, which is usually 
three-quarters of a mile wide, is now over 
six m iles in width. The Northern Pacific 
trains will hardly be able to cross the river 
for several days, and Bismarck will proba­ 
bly be the western term inus for a week. 
Superintendent Graham attem pted to go 
to Mandan, but the water on the west side 
of the river is flowing over the track four 
feet deep and the fires in the engine were 
put out. 
MANDON IS SUBMERGED, 
And the people in tbe lower part of the 
city have been moving into the upper 
stories of their 
dwellings. 
All sm all 
dwellings on the banks of the stream have 
been swept away or destroyed, and the 
steamboats lying 
at Rockbaven are in 
danger. The high trestle of the N orthern 
Pacific at this point has been damaged. At 
1 o’clock the new channel which the river 
had cut across the prairie let out the ice, 
aud the river is falling slowly, but the 
worst has not yet come. 
The ice went out at Fort Buford this 
m orning w ith a rise of thirty feet, the 
highest ever known. This flood will not 
reach here until Saturday, when there will 
probably be terrible destruction. 


T H E C O N V IC T E D A N A R C H IS T S . 


T h e y A re C e rta in to E n jo y a L e a se o l 
L ife U n til N e x t F a ll. 
C h ic a g o , March 18th.—A iVeus' special 
from Ottawa, 111., says : 
Speaking of the 
possibilities in relation to the decision in 
the Anarchist case, Judge Schofield, of the 
Supreme Court, said to a reporter this even­ 
ing that in case of a reversal of the verdict 
and the ordering of anew trial, the opinion 
of the Court would be sent here, and would 
be made public as soon as it was arrived 
at, but in case the decision of the lower 
Court is affirmed the public will not be 
apprised of the fact until the Court meets 
again at Ottawa, which will be in Septem­ 
ber next. In the ca3e of affirmation the 
Court m ust fix the date of execution, and 
m ust do it in open Court and in the Dis­ 
trict where the case belongs. The Court 
will adjourn its session here next week, 
and it is of course impossible for the Coart 
to exam ine the bulky record and return an 
opinion before adjournm ent. It follows 
that it will be impossible for the Anarchists 
to be hanged before next fall. The sen­ 
tence cannot be affirmed and a day of exe­ 
cution fixed before the first Tuesday in 
September, and about a m onth would 


doubtless be allowed between the affirm­ 
ation and tbe day of execution. 
The 
" Reds,” therefore, need have no fear of 
being hanged before October. 
Judge Scott is expected to return from 
California about April, and he will partici­ 
pate in deciding the case. Since the argu­ 
m ents have been made the prevailing 
opinion here seems to !>e that the verdict 
in the Court below will be sustained by 
the Suprem e Court. 


IN T E R S T A T E C O M M ISSIO N . 


T h e P r e s id e n t E v id e n tly o n th e E v e o f 
N a m in g H is M en. 
W a s h in g to n , March 18th.—[Special.]— 
Ex-SeDatov Thurm an, of Ohio, and ex­ 
Governor Robinson, of Massachusetts, each 
h a d a long interview with the President to­ 
day. 
T heir visit to the W hite House 
cauaed a great deal of comment, aud spec­ 
ulation is rife as to its object. Robinson 
was closeted with the President from 10 
o’clock this m orning until 1, and from 3 
o’clock until 4:15 p. M . when he took the 
train for Boston. Thurm an was with the 
President nearly aa hour. 
It is learned that Cleveland has thrice 
tendered Robinson a position on the Inter­ 
state Commerce Commission, as one of its 
Republican members, and that the honor 
has been thrice refused. The supposition 
now is that he has goD e to Boston at the 
President's request to confer w ith some 
other person they have in m ind. 
It seems to be settled that if any Com­ 
m issioner is to be appointed from New 
England it will be a Republican. 
The latest report is that Judge Cooley, of 
Michigan, who originally declined to serve 
on the Commission, has reconsidered his 
determ ination and will 
be 
appointed. 
Cooley 
is 
a 
Republican. 
Morrison, 
Biagg, of Alabama, and an unknow n man 
are said to have been chosen as the Demo­ 
cratic members of th* Commission. 
Judge T hurm an’s call upon the President 
was in relation to the Pacific Railroad In ­ 
vestigating Commission, of which it is re­ 
ported he has been offered the C hairm an­ 
ship. The interview had reference to the 
selection of Commissioners to perform this 
im portant investigation, aud if Thurm an 
does not take the position he will have 
much to do with the choice of Commis­ 
sioners. 
Speaker Carlisle was also among the 
President’s callers. 
H e had declined to 
allow the use of his nam e in connection 
w ith the Secretaryship of the Treasury. 


T h e P r e s id e n t’s B irth d a y , 
W a s h in g to n , March 18th.—The Presi­ 
dent to-night, on the evening of the 50th 
anniversary of his birthday, attended the 
performance of the Thatcher, Prim rose and 
W est Minstrels at the National Theater.

T h e N iw F r e n c h T r e a tm e n t E m p lo y e d 
W ith S u ccess. 
P h i l a d e l p h i a , M arch 18th.—At a m eet­ 
ing of the Hospital Committee of the Board 
of Guardians of the Poor to-dav Dr. T. N. 
McLaughlin, 
Physician-in-Chief of the 
Philadelphia Hospital, presented a report 
of the success of the treatm ent adopted 
about a m onth ago for patients in that in­ 
stitution suffering from consum ption. H e 
said that so far the success of the treat­ 
m ent was almost marvelous, and in cases 
which had agreed to subm it to the methods 
adopted no other has been used. 
Mr. Mc­ 
Laughlin first obtained the idea from a 
paper read before the College of Science 
recently in Paris by a Professor in the 
University of 
Lyons. 
It was recom­ 
mended so 
highly, 
and 
had shown 
such 
surprising 
results 
in 
France, 
that 
Dr. 
M cLaughlin 
decided 
to 
test it in his hospital. 
H e explained the 
treatm ent of the patients, and thirty of 
them agreed to subm it to the operation. 
Twenty of these patients were considered 
to be suffering from the last stages of con­ 
sum ption. Two rectal injections of car­ 
bonic acid gas. prepared by the process 
given by the French physician, were given 
each day, all medicine being abandoned. 
Tbe patients at once began to show signs 
of improvement. 
The night sweats de­ 
creased as if by magic, and the almost 
constant pains from which they suffered 
vanished. The excretions of the body were 
regular and became natural, and the appe­ 
tite returned.

W a s h in g to n , March 18th.—[Special.]— ' 
The Star to-night says that Representative , 
Townshend, of Illinois, expects an extra 
session of Congress to be called in October. 
He does not think there is any need for 
Congress to meet before then, but there 
are m any reasons why they should meet 
at that time. The deficiency bill and the 
river and harbor bills, he thinks, will need 
to be acted an before Congress meets in De­ 
cember, 
and 
besides 
that 
it is im ­ 
portant that 
the

prepared 
for 
work 
soon 
enough 
to 
get 
through 
with 
their business before political discussions 
begin to take up the tim e. It is desirable 
that they should do as m uch as possible at 
the session just preceding a political con­ 
test, and adjourn early. There is bonnd to 
be much tim e taken up on the floor of the 
House by talking politics, and unless there 
is an extra session called in October the 
prospects of doing m uch work during the 
session are not good. H e does not expect 
any contest over the Speakership or organ­ 
ization of the House, and thinks that if 
there is to be any revision of the tariff the 
Executive will have to take a hand in it.

B u f f a lo , March 18th.—The Richm ond 
Hotel and the St. Jam es Hall were burned 
early this morning. The house contained 
a large num ber of guests, and their heart­ 
rending shrieks couid plainly be beard. 
Ladders were raised as soon as possible, 
and as m any as could be were taken out. 
A large num ber of them were unable to 
effect their escape. A t 4 o’clock the entire 
Richmond, the St. Jam es H all and other 
property in the block were doomed to 
speedy destruction. 
The 
whole 
place 
burned like tinder. The corridor in the 
center of the building acted as a great 
funnel, and as the flames stream ed up­ 
wards the guests found themselves im ­ 
prisoned by walls of tire. 
The screams of the unfortunates could 
be heard for blocks, and at m any of th e 
windows they could be seen in their night­ 
clothes calling wildly for help. At one of 
the third-floor windows two guests were 
seen by the crowd to fall back into the 
flames. 
One m an jum ped from the fifth 
floor to the roof of a two-story building 
adjoining. 
H e was seriously injured. 
The Fitch Hospital coniains eight m en 
and oae woman. All are in a bad condi­ 
tion and m ore or less seriously injured. 
All are from out of town, except the wo­ 
man, T wo of the injured are at the Sisters’ 
Hospital. There are also four injured per­ 
sons at the General Hospital. 
The rapidity oi the fire cutting off all 
means of escape led some persons to leap 
for life from the windows. Others got down 
the fire escapes or on ladders raised by the 
fire department. 
The shrieks and cries of 
the poor people in the upper stones of the 
burning structure were heartrending. One 
man, mad with terror, leaped from the 
third-storv window, and was picked up 
from the sidewalk on Main street a m angled 
and bleeding corpse. Several who suc­ 
ceeded in m aking their escape were badly 
injured and burned, and some of them will 
probably die. 
Others, more fortunate, 
escaped with but slight injuries. 
It is now 
believed that at least twelve persons were 
burned to death. 
There were 125 persons in the hotel, 70 of 
whom were transient guests, eight boarders, 
and the rem ainder porters, bell-boys, fam i­ 
lies of the proprietors and clerks. Twenty- 
two of these were rescued from windows by 
the firemen. Twenty-two are at the hos­ 
pitals, and a large num ber made their 
escape by other means. The crigin of the 
lire is not yet known. 
W illiam H . Alfort, the night clerk, says : 
“ The fire started in the cloak-room, under 
the m ain stairway, at 3:50 o’clock. There 
was nobody up but myself, the night porter 
and the bell-bov. 
I pulled all four of the 
fire alarm s on tlie different floors, aud the 
people came flying down stairs in their 
night clothes. The tire followed up the ele­ 
vator, and inside of five m inutes it reached 
the top floor. I rushed out of the door after 
doing all I could." 
The spread of the flames was frightful in 
its rapidity. The elevator shaft served as a 
flue for the flames, and the whole structure 
was enveloped in a few moments. 
As the 
guests were aroused and saw the interior 
exit cut off, they turned to the windows. 
They could be seen standing out clear and 
vivid before the lurid background of the 
flames. 
T heir screams were horrible to 
hear, and they could be heard for blocks. 
The firemen did noble work, and confined 
the fire to the narrow lim its of the tbreo 
buildings named. Their work of rescue 
had m any exciting incidents. 
Hugo V. Altshul, of New York, assisted 
a num ber of women from the burning 
building. 
He then made his own escape 
by jum ping from one building to another 
until be reached the corner of W ashington 
and N orth 
Division 
streets, and thus 
gained the pavement. 
W m. J . Mann, one of tbe proprietors of 
the house, and his wife, had a thrilling ex­ 
perience in getting out. 
Mrs. M ann was 
terribly burned about the head, arm s and 
legs. Their little daughter Jennie was also 
badly burned. 
Five girls who roomed on the fifth floor 
made a rope out of bedclothes, and hung it 
out of a window, but none seemed to have 
the courage to start. At last one of the five 
took hold and swung down to the window 
ledge, from which she was rescued. Three 
others came down in the same m anner, and 
then the filth girl started down. 
She had 
gone but a little distance when the rope 
parted, aud down she went four stories. 
Strange to say she was not killed. Her legs 
were terribly braised, her back badly in ­ 
jured. and her face and arm s were in a 
frighiful condition from bum s. 
W illiam A. Haven, of Helena, Montana, 
was burned about the hands, feet and face, 
and is suffering from the shock. 
He is 
Chief Engineer of the Northern Pacific 
Railroad. 
M ark Osborne, day clerk and assistant 
manager of the hotel, is missing. 
It is be­ 
lieved he perished. 
R. H. Humes, who occupied a room on 
the third floor, was awakened by the elec­ 
tric bells, and, after arousing several people 
on the sam e floor, jum ped through a win­ 
dow to the kitchen roof. There everything 
was in flames. Others were on the same 
roof. H e made a rush for the Eagle-street 
door, going through the kitchen skylight 
and out through the flames and escaped. 
He left five persons on tbe kitchen roof, 
and thinks they m ust all have perished, as 
they did not attem pt to follow him through 
the flames. Four are dead among those 
who jum ped from the building—W illiam 
Purcell a broker of this city, an unknow n 
man and two unknown women.

#valued at $50,000 deposited in the safe. 
’A. M. Adler had in his room $30.000 
worth, and A. M. sm ith had another con­ 
siderable stock, but the am ount was not 
known.

MILITARY WOOING, 


HOW GENERAL SANTA ANA WON 
HIS W IFE. 


T h e Iro n -H e a rted D ic ta to r in th e 
R ole o f a W ooer—T he R o m an ce o f 
D olores T osta d e S a n ta A na.

Visitors to the Mexican Capital Bhould not 
neglect making a visit to the sacred moun­ 
tain, Tepeyacac—the national Mecca, upon 
whose summit appeared the only American 
Saint in the calendar. “ Nusetra Señora 
de Guadalupe,” the Creole Mother of Christ 
and the especial patroness of the Indians, 
is universally adored in Mexico, her 
shrines and images adorning the poorest 
hut and the grandest cathedral. The hight 
upon which her greatest miracle was 
wrought, and where now stands her most 
venerated shrine, is about two miles from 
the City of Mexico, reached by a tramway 
running over one of those ancient cause­ 
ways which Cortez found when he invaded 
Tenochtitlan. Upon either side lie alka­ 
line sands and saline marshes—remains of 
the once brave lakes upon which the 
conquisladores launched their brigantines*— 
and in the circle of mountains that environ 
the historic valley, the extinct volcanoes, 
Ajusco and Malincne, stand guard upon the 
right, while on the left those gigantic senti­ 
nels, Popocatapetl and Ixtaccihuatl hide 
their snow-capped heads in the clouds. 
It is asingular circumstance that thi3 same 
Mount Tepeyacac—known to the early 
inhabitants as Tepetyecaczal—was held 
sacred to 
THE MOTHEK OF THE AZTEC GODS, 
Centuries before the 
coming of the 
conquerors. 
Sabagun, the historian, re­ 
lates that in ancient times, as now, vast 
crowds of worshipers came from afar to 
celebrate here the annual rites of the god­ 
dess Tonantzin, whose name signifies "Our 
Mother.” 
Behind the splendid chapel called “Del 
Cerito,” which now crowns the mountain- 
top (built to the second imaginary divin­ 
ity) is a populous cemetery where áre bur­ 
ied many of Mexico’s most distinguished 
dead. 
The chapel vaults were long ago 
filled to the brim with the bones of “ true 
believers,” and during the last three centu­ 
ries graves have been straggling farther and 
farther over the mountain—till the hight 
where .Guadalupe revealed herself to the 
wonderipg Indian on a December day in 
1531 has become the eternal camping 
ground of thousands of her followers. 
Among many tombs of historic interest 
ou the summit of Tepeyacac is that of San­ 
ta Ana, the greatest warrior Mexico ever 
produced, who is best remembered by 
Americans for his exploits during the war 
of 1846, and especially for the taking of the 
Alamo. 
Not far from the entrance his 
grave may be found, .inclosed by a row of 
inverted iron torches linked together with 
chains. A scraggy cactus brush is growing 
upon it, and near the foot a tall cedar strug- 
fles for a sickly existence, being nearly 
are of branches from the constant de­ 
mands of visitors, who gladly give the sex­ 
ton a dollar for a bit of living green in 
which such illustrious dust has found 
resurrection. At the head a plain granite 
slab, hung with wreaths of faded immor­ 
telles, bears this inscription: 
GENERA I.

Su Esposa k Dedica. 
The last line (“ erected by his wife” ) calls 
attention to & new-made mound beside 
him , wherein has lately come to rest the 
wife of his declining years—his last and 
best love, Dolores Tosta de Santa Ana. The 
romance of her life is so little known, even 
in Mexico, that when she died a few weeks 
ago (at the age of 56), and was buried with­ 
out pomp or ceremony, the lew newspapers 
which alluded to the event spoke of her as 
a very aged woman, evidently believing 
her to be the ruler’s former wife, who, had 
she lived till now, would be past 80. 
Though densely ignorant, with neither 
blood nor breeding to boast of—a harmless 
soul, kindly and virtuous, but without a 
particle of ambition or talent— Dolores 
Tosta became the wife of Mexico’s most 
remarkable man when at the very zenith 
of his power, and for a time was adored as 
no mortal woman has been, before or since, 
on the American continent. 
General Santa Ana was not only by far 
the richest and most powerful man in 
Mexico at one time, but he 


HELD THE NATION IN HIS IBON GBASP, 
And controlled it as a rider manages his 
steed. During his extraordinary career he' 
was engaged iri no less than eight pronun- 
ciamentoes—five of them made by himself 
and the rest by allies for bis benefit. Twice 
he was chosen President by the anti-Cath­ 
olic party, and three times was elevated to 
the same position by the bitterly opposing 
ecclesiastical faction. 
Twice he suffered 
banishment, and each time was recalled 
and placed at the head of affaire by a na­ 
tion which could not do without him. 
Several times when a prisoner his captors 
held consultations upon the advisability of 
putting him to death. He was in turn"the 
candidate of all parties—feared, honored 
and hated by all. 
In turn he served each 
faction faithfully, but most faithfully at all 
times he served himself. 
Naturally the love-making of such a 
man was not conducted according to con­ 
ventional rules. His wooing reminds one 
of Napoleon's vehement overtures to the 
beautiful Countess Eugenie, when she as­ 
sured him that he could reach her only 
“ via the church.” After the death of his 
first wife the Dictator for a time seemed in­ 
different to the fair sex, and repeatedly de­ 
clared that his heart was buried with his 
early love. But, like many another discon­ 
solate widower, it did not require many 
months to convince him that the organ 
where sentiment is supposed to be located 
resembles that plant of the Mexican hills 
called siempre vna (“always alive”), which 
though gray and dry as a sponge when un­ 
moistened, becomes green and beautiful 
again under proper conditions. Indeed, 
Santa Ana seems to have had as many 
hearts as legs, and as many of the latter as 
a centipede. I have been shown a score of 
battle-fields where it is alleged “Santa Ana 
lost a leg,” but whether one of the original 
membere or a wooden one history does not 
specify; and 
accounts of his affaires 
o' amour are equally numerous. 


WOOINO ÜNDEB DIFFICULTIES. 
One day, while riding down the princi­ 
pal street of the Mexican capital, he ob­ 
served a beautiful child, bare-footed and 
shabbily dressed, sitting on the ground near 
the door of a poor shop, playing with a 
kitten. The little girl (who was then but 
12 years old), quite unconscious of the at­ 
tention she was attracting, displayed the 
grace of a fawn and the limbs of a budding 
Venus in the frolic with her p et; and when 
she chanced to look up and encountered 
the intense gaze of the fierce old Dictator, 
she blushed and smiled, showing the most 
perfect teeth. But this was no Maud Mil­ 
ler romance, for, though the great man 
“ rode away,” he sent a messenger next day 
in the person of a middle-aged Captain of 
the Palace Guards. When this highly be- 
dizzend and befrogged functionary entered 
the shabby little shop honest widow Tosta 
believed he had come to purchase some of 
her incomparable cigarettes, and hastened 
to place the best before him ; but what was 
her surprise and consternation when he 
waved them away aud announced that he 
brought her a message from “Su Alteza”— 
the President of the Republic. Well, the 
message—in reference to the widow’s one 
ewe lamb, accompanied by a liberal offer of 
money—so aroused that worthy woman's 
ire that the Captain retreated Before it on 
the double-quick, looking very much 
ashamed of himself. 
Not many days thereafter a palace fop, 
who had never smelled gunpowder, called 
on Señora Tosta and said, without circum­ 
locution : “ Don’t be foolish, my good wo­ 
man. His Highness has fallen in love with 
your daughter. Send her to the palace, 
and vou may shut up this miserable shop 
and live in splendor the rest of your days." 
Choking with wrath, the mother could 
find no words for reply, but seizing a jarrito 
of beans which was stewing on a brazier 
she hurled them, red hot, at the messen­ 
ger's head. As he beat an inglorious re­ 


treat, his yellow satin vest besmeared with 
what should have been their dinner, little 
Dolores laughed merrily, believing in her 
simplicity that “ Su Alteza” wanted her to 
wash dishes in the palace kitchen. 


SANTA A SA TB IES IT H IM SELF. 
Although the President continued to ride 
past several times every day, and never 
failed to look in long and earnestly, Señora 
Tosta hoped she had effectually settled the 
matter and saved her little “ Lola.” 
Thus a fortnight passed, when one morn­ 
ing the Dictator himself walked into the 
humble room. 
Lola, now 
thoroughly 
frightened, fled into a back room and 
crawled under the bed. Señora Tosta, brave 
as a lioness in defense of her young, did 
not return the courteous salutation of the 
President, but with flashing eyes and arms 
akimbo, began lecturing him in this wise : 
“ You! you who ought to be the father of 
the people, to try to rob a widowed mother 
of her daughter!” 
“ Listen to me, my good woman," blandly 
commenced Santa Ana. 
“ I won’t listen to you,” sbe retorted. 
“ Then 1 will send my private Secretary 
to explain that my intention is to ”----- 
“ I'll scald him if he ever enters my 
door,” screamed the mother; “ and I'll 
complain to the Archbishop ”----- 
“ Then, yon old vixeu," shouted the Dic­ 
tator, “ tell his Eminence that I mean to 
marry Dolores.” 
“ I cannot teil his Grace a lie,” flashed 
Madame Tosta. 
Santa Ana was never renowned for pa­ 
tience, and now his small stock was quite 
exhausted. Finding that no solicitation 
could induce Lola to come. out from under 
the bed, he turned to the mother in tower­ 
ing rage, and cried : " Y o u 
idiot 1 I 
will send my private chaplain to propose 
for Dolores in due form, for I tell yoa 


SHE SHALL BE MY W IFE!” 
Then mounting his horse he dashed furi­ 
ously away. 
Seuora Tosta sank into a chair overcome 
with terror. She had no idea that the ruler 
meant to marry her daughter, but was sure 
he would seize the poor child ; and as to 
her own fate—to be cast into a dungeon for* 
life, or to be tortured to death in one of 
those secret chambers of the Inquisition -of 
which she had heard such horrible stories, 
was the mildest punishment her excited 
fancy could conceive. The terrified Lola 
crept to her mothers’ side, sobbing bitterly, 
and expecting every moment that a squad 
of soldiers would come to shoot her pro­ 
tector and to drag herself away. 
After hours ofagonizingsuspensea priest 
arrived. At sight of him Lola screamed in 
widest terror, supposing that he had come 
to prepare the Dictator’s victims for execu­ 
tion ; but when the Padre smiled and pat­ 
ted her on the head she concluded they 
were only to be imprisoned—and what was 
her profound 
astonishment when she 
learned that the ruler of Mexico really de­ 
sired her for his wife. 
Six months were allowed her in which 
to prepare for the great change, when a 
regal trousseau was provided by the impa­ 
tient lover, and on her thirteenth birthday 
Dolores became the Dictator's bride. A 
S anlsh ladv, through whose veins coursed 
the bluest blood of Castile, but who had 
been impoverished by Mexican revolutions, 
was appointed “lady of honor” in attend­ 
ance upon the young wife, to teach her eti­ 
quette. etc., and six high-born maidens 
formed her suite. A military guard was 
organized for her especial protection called 
“Los Mo3quetoras de Su Alteza," whose 
only duty was to escort my la ly’a carriage. 
These musketeers wore a peculiar uniform 
of light blue cloth, embroidered with silver 
thread, their sombreros being pale gray, 
garnished with silver cord. 
nONOES TO LITTLE LOLA. 
The Dictator required all persons to treat 
little Lola with the deference due to a 
Queen; and to address her only as “ Su 
A lteza”—vour Highness. How great the 
change for the Mexican Cinderella! Diffi­ 
cult, indeed, must have been the role of 
“ First Lady of the Land ” lor the unso­ 
phisticated child who six months before 
had never worn a shoe or stocking—though 
directed by the Castilian dame and sup­ 
ported by her wise mother, whom it is said 
Santa Ana now greatly respected for the 
course she had pursued. At first the dszed 
Dolores regarded the palace as a sort of 
wonder-iand, and her august husband as a 
good-natured gnome, to be as much feared 
as respected. And even more perplexing 
were the mysteries of reading, writing and 
music in which she was instructed by vari­ 
ous teachers, who were at once appointed 
to form part of her household. When she 
condescended to attend the opera her 
mosquetoras surrounded the carriage on 
splendidly-caparisoned horses, each man 
carrying a flaming torch in his left hand. 
When her coach arrived at its destination, 
lackeys sprang to spread a velvet carpet for 
her feet to walk upon, while pages bore her 
train, maids of honor carried her fan, cloak 
and opera-glasses, and the proudest hidal­ 
gos of Spam and Mexico bowed humbly 
before her. 
When she attended muss, 
priests left the altar to receive her at the 
door of the Cathedral and conduct her to a 
seat; and when the services were ended 
the clergy and acriytes, bearing a cross ar.d 
lighted tapers, accompanied her to the 
pavement and stood in respectful attitude 
till her coach drove away. 
TBUE IN ADVEESITY. 
To her credit, be it said, that when Santa 
Ana lost prestige and power and was ban­ 
ished from Mexico, his young wife proved 
a devoted woman. In 1874, the exiled 
hero—then old, broken in health and 
bowed in spirit—received permission from 
the Mexican Government to return to his 
native land, and during the remainder of 
his 
life Dolores was his only solace, 
doing all in her power to alleviate his 
mental and physical sufferings. His once 
co ossal fortune having taken wings in the 
West Indies, they now lived very plainly, 
sometimes lacking the necessaries of life. 
Those who had fawned most in other days 
now utterly ignored them, and the fallen 
Dictator was not only forgotten by men upon 
whom he had conferred immense favors, 
but even his favorite Generals and military 
chieftains assumed airs of virtuous patriot­ 
ism, and disclaimed all intercourse with 
the man whom it was now the fashion to 
call a traitor. 
After Santa Ana's death his family recov­ 
ered some of their former possessions, and 
again his widow found herself in affluence. 
She owned a handsome residence in the 
City of Mexico and a pretty surburban villa 
in Tacubaya. Her wardrobes were crowded 
with silk, satin and velvet gowns, 


T H E BELICS OF KEGAL DAYS. 
Her laces alone constituted a fortune, aDd 
she still retained costly sets of diamonds, 
pearls and emeralds. But when the stim­ 
ulus of the old General’s ambition was 
gone, Mrs. Santa Ana became too inane to 
sustain social position. Her apathy was 
not due to regret for past splendors; she was 
simply lazy, as are most Mexican women. 
Instead of opening her house to the friends 
who would have rallied around her, she 
refused to see any but her nearest kindred, 
and degenerating more and more as bad 
habits were indulged, she lay about the 
house in attire that would have shamed her 
lowest servant, 
eternally smoking and 
sleeping. The last time I saw her—more 
than a year ago, having gone with a friend 
to make a ceremonious call—she appeared 
at length in a ragged and dirty calico wrap­ 
per, with a faded cotton reboso drawn 
tightly over her uncombed hair and the 
usual cigarette between her discolored fin­ 
gers.

The deepest well in the world 
is beingsunk at Pesth, Hungary, to supply 
hot water for public baths. It"now yields 
daily 176.00Q gallons heated to 158°, and the 
boring is to be continued until the temper­ 
ature is raised to 176°.

N e w Y o k e . March 12, 1887. 
The fashionable world will this season 
be ruled by three ideas—checks, plaids and 
stripes. Much of semi-dress will in conse­ 
quence be exhibited on dress occasions, for 
say what you please, there is an essential 
inelegance in these stiff lines which may 
by skillful adaptation and juxtaposition 
express jauntness but never high refine 
ment. They may be made, furthermore, 
to perform arithmetical problems of addi­ 
tion, substractiou, multiplication or divis­ 
ion, but they never reach the soft beauty of 
the lily or breathe the poetry of the rose. 
Stout people can seize upon stripes by 
which to produce an optical delusion of 
slenderness; slender people can broaden 
themselves by plaids, and by aid of all 
three a great deal of new coquetry can be 
furbished up for the summer's campaign. 
Beyond this nothing. The diagonal craze 
of the fall has in great measure succumbed 
to these three thoughts. There are diago­ 
nals, but they are not what they might 
have been. Serges are so woven ; but fash­ 
ion soon goes off in the direction of stripes 
or bars. Camel’s hair goods are brought 
out in stripes for the lower part of the cos­ 
tume, with hair lines for the upper, while 
other wools show combinations of three— 
large plaids for the lower skirt, smaller for 
the upper and plain goods for the corsage. 
This thought, indeed, finds repetition in all 
classes of goods, both silk and cotton. 
Ginghams of charming newness are while 
with narrow stripes set at intervals, and 
both cottons and wools are diversified 
by knotted threads running transversely 
or perpendicularly—a favorite idea being 
that of stripes for the lower part of the 
skirt, with plaids or crossbars tor the over­ 
skirt ; both combined for the corsage. 
FLOWER.- IN DRESS GOODS. 
But while three ideas rule, they are not 
despotic, but leave room for other things 
which indeed occasionally show as inter­ 
lopers even within the limit of lines, as. 
for example, where very small flowers are 
set in stripes, this being noticeable in all 
classes of materials. Satteens again are 
wrought in such skilled resemblance to In ­ 
dia silks, that the eye is readily deceived ; 
the same soft shimmer, a like gentle glow 
of color, an equal blending of harmonious 
hue and a similar choice of buds and blos­ 
soms. One asks if these can be cottons, 
and it is no surprise to learn that unlike 
cottons they cannot descend to the wash- 
tub. but must be cleaned by professionals.’ 
Yet, as the ground works are colored, with 
careful use they last for a long time in 
good condition, and one cleaning does not 
cost 
more than repeated laundryings. 
Stamped challis are poems, presenting an 
assemblage of sprays and flowers pretty 
enough to soften the most cynical heart, 
and seem the destined clothing of fresh 
young beauty. Silks complete the picture, 
and with the peculiar prestige of silk 
save us from sameness and teach us a les­ 
son of superiority to straight lines, bars and 
cross bars, however modified, as or. many 
occasions, by what is called "broken bars,” 
and the subtleties ot French colorings. 
Lord A Taylor inform us furthermore that 


BONNETS 
Are to be still narrow ami high trimmed; 
hats high, with high garniture resting 
against the crown. For general wear an 
assortment of rough Milan and satin 
straws, while dressier styles are of delicate 
faDcy straw, or crea'ions of net or the em­ 
broidered gauze that is so marked a feature 
in spring millinery. A great deal of trim­ 
ming is done with it, and it is often used 
instead of lace. 
The most noteworthy 
feature in millinery is, however, the revival 
of very small flowers frequently set in cor­ 
onets, but usually having a high spray in 
the center: or again one sees only a spray 
of small flowers supported hv embroidery 
or feathers. Other favorite flowers not so 
small are the omnipreseut rose ami rose­ 
bud, hyacinths and jonquils, acceptable 
because" of high-renreu heads; tulips, xc- 
nias, butternuts and primroses, sought after 
because of their fashionable yellow : this­ 
tles and cattails,because bristling and high. 
Ribbons 
are still with 
looped edges, 
bunches of the narrow (sometimes ex- 
tremelv so) producing the bristling effect 
so coveted, while great novelty is brought 
about ! y ribbons which are wrought in 
stripes of different c.dor and fabric set to­ 
gether— peritaps velvet, gros grain and 
satin. Unique ribbons are quite narrow, 
aud are composed of extremely small floral 
patterns with pronounced loops on both 
sides. 
Other ribbons are conspicuously 
plaited, and when wide give a look of great 
boldness to the front trimming (for still in 
vogue are the high-looped bows in front), 
or when narrow, complete the jauntiness of 
which plaids are capable. 
STRING WRAPS 
Are extremelv short at the back, reaching 
little, if any, W ow the waist line, but with 
long pointed ends in front. The great pop­ 
ularity of jet trimming causes a demand 
for plain material since that only is capa­ 
ble of properly showing off the rich inde­ 
pendent pieces, or the one grand collar with 
sharp pointed ends in front and reaching 
to the shoulders. Jackets are far less ex­ 
pensive and in large demand for young 
ladies with slender figures; close fitting, 
usually single-breasted, short on the hips 
and in the back, with high standing collar. 
Independent jackets are of mixed cloth in 
inconspicuous shades of gray, brown or 
blue and in small check patterns, but a very 
favorite idea is to have a cloth jacket to 
complete the costume. I can never mention 
jackets without the inclination to warn 
stout people, whether old or young, against 
them. To a well developed, middle-aged 
woman they are disastrous, and for this 
latter class will come raglans of light cloth, 
especially becoming to them, and far more 
so than Newmarket shapes, which belong 
to the slender. High hats, huge bustles, 
choked necks, yet another season.

great change in outline therefore, but only 
in material.

It 
is to me, as Mecca is to the Moslem, holy 
ground. Here lived and died a man pos­ 
sessed ot the grandest intellect that Heaven 
has sent to the earth. Here he lived un­ 
known, and died unknown—unknown to 
such an extent that his very existence is 
doubted; but now that he is dead and 
nothing but dust remains, his name is 
known from sunrise to sunset. 
I went 
yesterday to see the place where his mighty 
dust reposes, all unconscious of the grand 
homage which is now paid to his memory. 
Above the grave—hi9 simple grave—is the 
bust of the man who, as a poor and de­ 
spised actor, “ sold cheap what was most 
dear:” one who understood so well, be­ 
cause in hi9 own day fools spurned and 
ridiculed him, the "proud man's con­ 
tumely,” “ the heartache” and the “ spurns 
which patient merit of the unworthy takes.” 
I went next to his house and witnessed 
the awe and reverence with which every­ 
thing formerly belonging to him was 
touched; and I could not help thinking 
that if he could only rise from the grave 
how he would laugh; he, the same man 
who walked unnoted and unknown in 
these same streets two hundred and fifty 
years ago. But he is dead, and he is dust, 
and now what was mortal knows nothing. 
The building in which we stop goes back 
to the days of Henry YI. Over the doors 
are the names of Shakespeare's plays. 
Over our door is the name, “ A Midsum­ 
mer Night's Dream,” and over the next 
bed chamber is the inscription, “ Love’s 
Labor Lost.” 
Day before yesterday we called on Sir 
Arthur Hodgson. K. C. M. G.. Mayor of 
Stratford. I presented to him three letters 


of commendation and introduction, in­ 
dorsing me to all—one from General Sheri­ 
dan, one from General Howard and one 
from Right Rev. Bishop Kip. Sir Arthur 
said that any one of them was a sufficient 
introduction to any gentleman in England. 
He granted to me the right to read one of 
my dramatic works in Stratford, and prom­ 
ised to preside at the meeting. He invited 
my brother and myself toJ dinner at Clap- 
ha"m Place the same evening, and after 
dinner showed us the hundreds of por­ 
traits of the Clapham family (now ex­ 
tinct). and related to us many weird le­ 
gends in regard to the family. He then 
showed us from cellar to dome over the 
vast building, the place where some of the 
gunpowder treason conspirators were con­ 
cealed ; aud in the top of the building a 
place where a murder was committed two 
hundred years ago. A stain of blood runs 
from the center of the room through the 
door and along the hall way for several 
feet, following the direction in which the 
body was dragged by the murderers. He 
also exhibited a picture of a Lady Clapham 
who was buried alive during the great 
plague. 
Her grave was opened week3 
afterwards, aud it was found that she bad 
eaten away her left shoulder. 
This morniDg Charles Loggin, one of the 
prominent citizens of Stratford, took from 
his safe a dial formerly owned by Shakes­ 
peare, and a lock with a door knob which 
bhakrspeare often turned. Barnum ottered 
him for these twenty-five hundred dbllars. 
Mr. Loggin also took us to a brick build­ 
ing in another part of the town and took a 
wrapping from tue branch of the famous 
crab tree planted by Shakespeare. This 
branch was blown from the tree when the 
place was in the hands of his ancestois.

A M o u n ta in o f H o n e y .—That California 
is a land flowing with milk and honey is 
literally true. While the evergreen pas­ 
tures, on which the farmers feed their 
flocks, yield provender lor the producers 
of rich milk, our semi-tropic climate pro­ 
vides the year round food for the busy Dee, 
and all seasons of theyear the little worker 
keeps at his vocation—making honey. 
This state of things may be unnatural "to 
tlie average bee. but it is at the same time 
a decided advantage to the local consumers 
and owners of hives. 
But wediverge from 
the subject in baud. What we started out 
to say was that there is a mountain of 
honey within a short distance of Colton. 
Yesterday Totn Baird and Mr. Reed of this 
place found no less than five hives in the 
crevices of rock on Stover mountain and 
located the same with all the «lips, spurs 
and angles. The parties named blasted at 
one point, and the yield was two five-gallon 
(Cans of pure honey. They report that old 
Plover is a mountain of honey, and that 
they intend to make further locations aud 
work their claim- for all the sweetness 
there is in them. The whole mountain is 
alive with bees, and wherever ledges of 
limestone crop out and fissures occur there 
is a two to one chance for a rich honey 
find. 
When the Plover mountain hotel Is 
in running order honey will be as cheap 
ami handy as coul 1 tie desired.—Colton 
Semi- Tropic.

F O R E S T T R E E S . 


N urseries Established for Tiieir Propaga­ 
tion in T ulatc County. 
In the first biennial report of the Califor­ 
nia State Board of Forestry, in an article 
on “ Tree-Culture Experim ents,” by J. S. 
Scupham, occurs the following concerning 
experiments made in Tulare county by the 
Southern Pacific Com pany: 
" I n 1877 C. P. H untington sent out a 
box of catalpa seed (Catalpa bignonides), 
with a strong recommendation that it be 
tested with a view to cultivate a plantation 
for tie timber. The wood of the catalpa is 
coarse-grained and light, but it has the rep­ 
utation of being ‘ the most durable under 
ground of all tim ber.’ Cases are quoted of 
it lasting, buried under ground, eighty 
years and upward, w ithout showing signs 
of rot. 
(Ohio Agricultural Reports, 1871.) 
The Goslten branch, jnst built at this time, 
passed through a treeless region, where the 
land was very moist and fertile, hence it 
was deemed a very good place for the 
catalpa experiment. A parcel of land, fif­ 
teen acres in extent, was selected for that 
purpose in the town of H anford, Tulare 
county. Cal. 
“ This tract is planted with catalpe trees, 
raised from the seed set out by Mr. H unt­ 
ington. Trees were set out eight feet apart 
east and west, and ten feet apart north and 
south. 
They throve rem arkably 
well, 
growing alm ost as rapidly as the eucalyptus 
frees about San Francisco hay; but in 
course of tim e the company received what 
was thought to be an advantageous offer 
for litis land, and it was sold. 
*• Though the experimental grove was 
taken out of our bauds, it yet continues to 
flourish, and I learn from the report of the 
company’s agent that these trees, which are 
now 7 years old, have attained a hight of 
from fifty to sixty feet, and are from eight 
to twelve inches in diam eter. They have 
now, therefore, reached a size where some 
of the trees m ight be cut for ties. 
They 
were planted 32G to the acre. If one-fourth 
of these could be cut for ties, and by split- 
tiofe through the center, as is suggested, 
four could be made from a tree, this ground 
may be considered to already bear a very 
valuable crop.”

Too m any servants think they need not 
sweep floors or oilcloth if they are going to 
wash i t ; the result is a cloudy, half-cleaned 
look. Once in a while, every fourth week, 
perhaps, the water used for washing stained 
or hard wood floors should be hot, a rd have 
a tablespoonful of turpentine and the same 
of oil in it, the cloth to be. wrung out of 
this and used to wipe the floors.—Good 
Housekeeping. 
In cleaning floors never wet too large a 
space at once.

Salt a 
little and let it cook the sam e as potatoes, 
scraping it from the bottom frequently so 
that it m ay brown evenly.

WHAT MY 
GRANDFATHER 
FOÜKD 
IN 
THE 
WOOD8. 
[Written for the voung readers of tt e Recokd- 
Unio.s.] 
Before the war of the Revolution Central 
New York was a wilderness. 
A few ven­ 
turous and hardy 'spirits had begun to de­ 
velop its rich resources. These were mostly 
colonies advanced from the trading posts of 
the Hudson on the east, and the Ontario 
on the north ; dependent on these posts for 
supplies, and also lor protection against 
their 
Indian 
neighbors. 
One 
of the 
strongest of these colonies stretched west­ 
ward from Albany, occupying the rich 
tract known as the Rensselaer patent. 
It 
was in truth a frontierm an’s paradise. 
Gently rounded and wood-crou-neu bights, 
with lovely intervales of meadow ; spark­ 
ling springs and rivulets sprung from the 
rocky ribs of limestone, which cropped up 
sometimes in huge ledges, with crags and 
seams, which afforded shelter to myriads 
of sm all game, as well as to the fiercer 
children or the forest. 
Here was the an­ 
cient garden of the Mohawks. Their de­ 
serted apple orchards supplying the early 
settlers with abundance of fruit. 
And 
thus, under the mild rule of the “ Old 
Patroon,” was founded the village of Ren- 
sselaerville. 
It was three or four years before the W ar 
of Independence, and noontide of a day in 
July, when a hunter paused on his way 
through the forest, a few miles from the 
infant village of Rensselaerville. 
He had 
passed over the lower end of a huge ledge 
of rocks and before him opened a winding 
valley, threaded by an Indian trail, m ak­ 
ing easy descent to the village. 
A little spring lell from the rock with 
pleasant tinkle. The tree shadows fell 
dense and cool. The hunter seemed flushed 
with his climb, and after refreshing hira- 
sell at the spring, he east a keen and wary 
glance on all sides, a” d then sat down to 
rest 
Iiis tall fignre, full of supple power, 
was clothed in colonial home-spun (faded

which lie pushed back from his heated fore­ 
head were raven black, as were the piercing 
eyes, which seemed never to be nt rest—the 
eyes of a born scout and forest soldier. 
His sunburnt face had the nameless charm 
of vouth. The fun-loving m outh was hare 
of beard or m oustache; its fine curves not 
yet hardened into the stern lines Belong­ 
ing to a " sharpshooter ” of the Revolution. 
This m orning he had been "pot hunting.” 
Squirrels' brushes 
and 
pigeons’ 
heads 
peeped out of the plethoric gamo-bag, 
dropped carelessly beside him . The ready- 
loaded rifle was close at hand. 
H is dog, 
after thankfully taking his share of his 
m aster’s lunch, stretched him self at his feet 
and went to sleep. The stillness of noon 
was upon the foies'- A couple of katydids 
accused each other with spiteful vehem­ 
ence: these, and the shrill rasp of the ci- 
csdes’ wings alone broke its silence. The 
figure upon the rocks began to droop, as if 
overcome with the prevalent drowsiness. 
At that moment a sound fell upon hisqnick 
ear, and he was instantly aroused. The 
sound to which he was listening, in every 
liber of his alert body, w.is not half so loud 
as the clamor of the katydids above him.

T he 
G reat 
A rtificial 
W aterw ay 
A p­ 
p ro ach in g C om pletion. 
There are few people who have not seen 
the irrigaling canal being constructed by 
C. H . Huffman and Colonel Fred. Crocker, 
to convey water from Merced river to the 
locality surrounding Merced City, that can 
comprehend the m agnitude o t'th e work 
and its perfectness in detail of construc­ 
tion, even though they may be familiar 
with kindred enterprises. 
We often read 
of m am m oth canals, but compared with 
the Huffman enterprise, in point of con­ 
struction at least, they are as a six feet 
wide ditch is to a navigable river. The 
main canal is somewhere about twenty-five 
miles in length, yet its cost when com­ 
pleted will reach into the millions. At 
the river solid rock was excavated to a 
depth of eight feet, and a width of sixty 
feet, forming a canal the width of a re­ 
spectably wide street. The work at this 
point looks like a Government improve­ 
ment, so perfectly and completely is every­ 
thing finished. 
The bottom and sides 
of the canal are 
worked on a true 
line with no unsightly projections to im ­ 
pede the flow of water or im pair the per­ 
fect sym m etry of the work. Two tunnels 
are driven through ridges, each about 2,000 
feet in length. The first is through sand­ 
stone or lava and stands w ithout timbers. 
The other is driven through gravel, which 
is held in place by redwood timbers four­ 
teen inches square, arched overhead and 
sufficiently high for a top-buggy to pass 
through with plenty of room to spare, and 
is thirty feet wide. 
Behind these timbers, 
next to the gravel, redwood planks are used, 
and also the whole inside, clear up over 
the arch and across the bottom, is solid 
plank. This tunnel is the most perfect 
and expensive piece of work of its kind 
ever built in this State. 
But the reservoir, 
now nearly completed, is the crowning 
feature of the canal enterprise. 
It is an 
imm ense bank of earth fifty feet high in 
the center, ami one-fourth of a m ile in 
length, snpnorted by solid masonry. The 
water will flood ooe square mile and be forty 
feet deep in the middle. A front view of the 
reservoir is described as resembling a Gov­ 
ernm ent fortification, with its walls of m a­ 
sonry and solid cast-iron pipes and other 
apparatus for regulating the volume of 
water on the inside, and for drawing it off 
into the ditches when required for irriga­ 
tion, in view. From this reservoir, which 
is located five and a half miles from Mer­ 
ced, and seventy-five feet higher than that 
place, water w ill be conveyed in iron pipes 
for the use of its citizens. 
W hen the reser­ 
voir is full it is estim ated that the pressure 
will be sufficient to throw water from a 
nozzle over El Capitan Hotel, which is four 
stories hizh. 
H enry Huffman is the pro­ 
jector of this imm ense water scheme, and 
the man who has directed the construction 
in detail from the commencement. 
He is 
as great a rnan as was General Grant. 
None other than a truly great man in his 
sphere could have carried this enterprise to 
completion in the m anner he has done, ar.d 
the work will stand hundreds of years a 
m onum ent to the capacity and enterprise 
of the nervey little man who conceived and 
so successfully carried it out.—Stockton 
Record.

The San Francisco Alin is engaged in 
the laudable attempt to pluck the word 
“ boom ” “ from the literature of current 
enterprise.” 
We wish our contemporary 
success, hut have no faith in the result of 
its labors. Slang clings to our language 
with a tenacity not possible to loosen. 
“ Boom ” means nothing more than an ex­ 
travagant, abnormal, sudden, and not en­ 
during advance. If the development of 
ihe several sections of this State is in the 
order of natural processes, then it is not a 
“ boom ” and to say we are experiencing a 
“ boom” is to confess that our advance­ 
m ent is spasmodic. 
W hen the genius of Southern California 
evolved the word, or at least applied it to 
development, settlement a..d prosperity: 
we struggled long and valiantly against 
the slangy thing. 
But usage, which in 
these days develops into the pardonable 
with amazing rapidity, has driven us to 
use the word now and then—always, how 
ever, under protest. If our claims for 
California are sincere and well grounded; 
if there is a basis of truth for all we ad­ 
vance for our climate, soil, and produce 
i f so fair a heritage as this is to be ac-5 
cepted by men and our acres teem with 
prosperous population, then the coming of 
the men out of the East is no “boom; ” no 
more a “ boom,” as our contemporary 
phrases it, than the sailing of the May­ 
flower from Delft Haven for Plymouth 


Rock. 
In this day words are taken for present 


purposes with little regard for accuracy or 
fitness of meaning. 
If they are but 
forcible, have about them “ snap ” and fire 
and push, the everyday world is conten^ 
and scholars may gnash their teeth over 
the debasement of the tongue as much 
as their angered disgust prompts them- 
And this leads us by natural and easy 
transition to consider some of the re­ 
markable 
and 
curious 
perversions of 
meanings of latter days that are due to 
misapplication and usage, and which such 
linguists as 
Waites, 
Phyfe, 
Mathews. 
Marsh, Sumner, Trench, W hitney and 
others have made texts for elaborate treat­ 
ment. Thus “ kid ” is a slang application 
designating a child, yet it has in its orig­ 
inal form a soberly genuine ring. It is 
provincial English for the German kind, 
meaning a child. So “ kidnap, accepted 
by Webster to mean “ to steal a man, 
woman or child,” really meant originally 
to steal a child. “ Crank,” slang with us, 
comes probably from the solid German 
“ krank,” meaning “ sick,” 
“ Bub,” an of­ 
fensive colloquialism in the estimation of 
the American small boy, comes from the 
German “ buhe,” a lad, though Webster 
ignores the true origin, while according to 
“ boom ” its true genesis, and defining it to 
mean “ to rush with violence,” which, let 
it be understood, Californians are not at­ 
tempting in regard to their State. 
So, too, the curious will find that our 
ebiefs of trade contorted the word “ pat­ 
ronage,” which really implies their menial 
dependence. They should not, saysMaites, 
speak of their “ patrons,” unless they wish 
to wish to be understood that their cus­ 
tomers buy of them not because they need 
the goods, but merely to “ give ” the mer­ 
chant money. 
“ Allude ” has lost with 
us its real significance, since it comes 
from 
“ ludo,” 
“ ludere,” 
to 
play, 
meaning to indicate jocosely and in slight 
and passing manner. 
So, too, W aites 
points out how “ rem it” has unwarranta­ 
bly taken the place of the homlier and 
better word “ send,” not to send back, not­ 
withstanding the fact that W ebster con­ 
sents to its use in the popular sense, and 
credits common usage and commerce with 
the paternity of the word “ remittance.” 
Mathews points out as an example of the 
extraordinary changes of language, the 
word “ nice,” the original sense of which 
was “ ignorant”—old French, “ nice, fool­ 
ish 
Latin, “ necius,” ignorant; (ne “not” 
scio, “ to know.”) 
The use of the word 
“ appreciate,” in the sense of raising the 
value of a thing, is pure and simple an 
Americanism, meaning to set A price 
upon, to value. 
Usage has done for it 
what it promises to do for “ boom ”—make 
it tolerable, however far short of express­ 
ing the thought for which it becomes the 
vehicle. 
Again, 
“ restive,” under the 
magic wand of usage, has taken on a mean­ 
ing directly the reverse of its original, one, 
indeed, the accommodating and rather 
pliant successors to the editorship of Web­ 
ster’s unabridged have not yet accepted. 
So far from meaning “ restless,” it really 
csnveys the idea of obstinacy, unwilling­ 
ness to go, inclined to rest. 
In the rapidity witli which wc accom­ 
modate to the convenience of vocalization 
words for meanings that have little or no 
relation to them, wc must believe not only 
that “ boom ” has come to stay, as popu­ 
larly used; but, worse still, that it has 
fastened upon the enterprise of settling 
this State, and will not be shaken off. 


THE FEAR OF OVER-POPULATION. 


Mr. Thos. W. Knox, a writer who has 
not often ventured upon the consideration 
of economic topics, contributes an esssav 
to the Forum for March upon the question 
of over-population. 
H e cites statistics at 
length to show the remarkable growth of 
population, which he thinks indicates 
early approach to the point when food 
production will cease to respond to the 
demands of life. 
Mr. Knox is not at all 
clear, however, as to what remedy should 
be applied, and contents himself with that 
exceedingly unsatisfactory kind of argu­ 
ment that screens itself behind timid ques­ 
tioning. 
Thus, he asks the peace societies 
which demand the disbandment of the 
armies of the world: 
“ W ill these advo­ 
cates of peace tell us where all this vast 
number of men released from military oc­ 
cupations can be employed?” And further 
on, after asserting that “ if Malthus had 
good basis for his theory fifty yqars ago, 
there is firmer basis for it at the present 
time, considering the work of science,” and 
the agencies employed “ in averting dis­ 
ease and prolonging life,” he asks, whether 
the labors of the humanitarian, or the 
fruits of science and invention “ have been 
for the real benefit of the race.” 
The student of humanity and progress 
will not hesitate to respond to the essayist 
in the affirmative. 
The answer to all 
these speculations upon the capacity of 
the earth to maintain the people that are 
to live upon it, is simple. 
Unless it can 
do so, civilization is a failure. To admit 
that it is only a 
sad 
experiment, 
to 
deny 
to 
the 
scheme 
of 
nature any orderly arrangement. The plan 
of creation cannot be held to have contem­ 
plated the defeat of its purposes. 
The 
world has thus far proved equal to its pop­ 
ulation, and there is no statistical or other 
reason to believe that it will not continue 
to do so, and the evolutionary processes go 
on in an orderly manner. 
There can be no other conclusion drawn 
from the essayist’s argument than this, 
that man’s victory over pestilence, his suc­ 
cess" in sanitary science, his progress in dis­ 
covery, his prevention of wars by the arts 
of peace, his achievements in defeating the 
agencies of ignorance and superstition that 
once fed upon human life, and in a large 
degree limited its reproduction, are not of 
the order of nature, but foreign to it, 
antagonizing agencies, such as cholera, 
small-pox, the plague, war, famine, mias­ 
ma, fever, ignorance, intended by a benefi­ 
cent Providence to prevent the too rapid 
increase of human beings. 
To attribute such use of these agencies 
to such a source, as wise provision for the 
checking of natural processes, that carry 
us nearer and nearer to perfect develop­ 
ment, is to ascribe to creative power ©r to 
nature’s law, incapacity, or error of plan 
and design, and such blundering as man 
would not tolerate in a system of econom­ 
ics of his own. 
He at least would not set 
on foot a scheme that should outrun itself, 
when possessed of the power to so order it 
that it should no more than keep pace 
with the purposes for which it w as de­ 
signed. Let not Mr. Knox take trouble to 


his soul—despite his array o f figure», the I 
Malthusians and the prophets o f ills, the 
plan of creation will be worked out with­ 
out interruption by man. All things that 
he has devised to prolong life and shield 
it from assault, are but parts of the natural 
scheme that has developed orderly, and by 
a procession of proofs not possible to be 
denied, shown not only that man is na­ 
ture’s greatest and best work, but that he 
is not to so outrun himself as to be driven 
to abandonment of the paths that lead him 
to broader intellectual fields and higher 
possibilities. 
But a saving clause interjected by the 
essayist reads, “ If Malthus had good basis 
for his theory;” and this expresses Knox’s 
own non-conviction that he had. 
In fact, 
the Malthusians started wrong in assuming 
that the rule of propagation is uniform in 
its application: The rates of increase in 
differing races do not establish the “doub­ 
ling” every twenty-five years, nor yet do 
the mortality tables show that the rule 
Malthus deduced is general. 
The Mal­ 
thusian estimate relating to the product­ 
iveness of the earth to the demands of the 
increase of population, is demonstrated by 
science, nature and experience to have been 
shortsighted, and to have fallen behind the 
real fact of food production and food in­ 
vention. 
The evidences of design in the 
past, and the adaptation of its agencies tb 
their environments, are safer guides to 
speculation as to the future of natural de­ 
sign, than the mathematical calculations 
on a basis that itself rests upon assumptions 
as do those of the Malthusian school. 
W illiam Elder in his admirable treatise 
on the subject a few years ago, pointed out 
that where mortality is largest, fecundity 
is greatest, a rule that the Malthusians, to 
whom Mr. Knox is inclined to attach him­ 
self, ignore. 
The same searcher after na­ 
ture’s truths advaueed the doctrine that 
has not been successfully controverted, that 
fecundity is given in inverse proportion to 
the development of the nervous system. 
As this nervous development is next of kin 
to intellectual progress, an accompaniment 
of the latter is the unequal distribution of 
action among the animal functions—or, as 
he puts it in another form, “ The higher hu­ 
man endowments, the moral and intellect­ 
ual faculties, directly employing the brain 
and external senses in great activity, seem 
to lie the special antagonists of the pro­ 
creative function.” 
So the remedy for over-population re­ 
lates not so much to food supplies, as to 
the exercise of the intellectual functions, 
and as the antagonist whom we 
pit 
against 
Mr. 
Knox, 
says, 
“ stsch 
cultivation 
and 
employment 
of 
the powers of mind and body as will se­ 
cure their equilibrium, will correct dispro 
portion either of defect, or excess, in any 
of them.” 
The better thought will concur with Mr. 
Elder, and reject Mr. Knox’s fears, since 
the former addresses the reason when he 
oontends that there is harmony between 
the possibility of food supply and the de­ 
mand for i t ; that the waste of human life> 
the devising of means to favor abnormal 
destruction, is not the corrective of an as­ 
sumed blunder on the part of the Creator; 
that apparent exeess is due to abnormal 
pre[>onderance of the animal over the in­ 
tellectual and m oral; that, after all, popu­ 
lation is self-regulative in the establish­ 
ment of an equilibrium of individual pro­ 
pensities, and resultingly in an adjustment 
of supply and demand between sustenance 
and requirement, in the relations of man 
and earth. 


ENSLAVEMENT OF THE RICH. 


Mr. Jay Gould, in a burst of confidence, 
told a New York reporter the other day 
that his countless dollars have enslaved 
him, and that every candid multi-million­ 
aire would say the same. 
He doubtless 
gave voice to the experience of many rich 
men, but not to so many as he claims. 
We 
can well understand bow a man of great 
wealth may permit his possessions to own 
him and lead him to the conclusion that 
the life of a rich man is not worth living. 
This enslavement is due first to the fact 
that the care of investments becomes in 
these days such a terrible strain. 
It is a 
constant battle with wealth influences that 
depreciate the values possessed by others 
in order to augment their own. 
It is 
largely due, secondly, to the thousand and 
one efforts of those who have not, to induce 
the rich man to part with some portion of 
his goods in their interest. 
Between these 
two influences the man of large means is 
apt to be kept in hot water. 
But it is not 
a necessity. The self-possessed, courage­ 
ous rich man, who looks more to good ends 
to be attained than to the salvation and 
multiplication of his coin, is, as the Epoch 
trenchantly puts it, a noble spectacle when 
he labors to solve the problem of making a 
wise and generous use of his wealth. 
The chief discouraging reflection is that 
so few make this effort with success, and 
that the many miss their opportunities 
and make a miserable failure. 
If the man possessed of a superabundance 
of worldly goods has not in view benefits 
for bis feilowmen by their use, he is 
indeed to be pitied. 
There is very lit­ 
tle distinction between the miser, who 
hoards his coin in hidden bags, and he 
who accumulates with no definite good 
end in view. They are both enslaved. The 
one is simply more sordid than the other, 
to the extent that he does not give his 
money reproductive activity, and which 
well directed always conserves industry 
and benefits mankind generally. 
But the 
rich man who labors in the field of money­ 
making and saving, and endures the perse­ 
cution of the begging class, and the as­ 
saults of rival millions, cannot be said to 
be enslaved when he has great benefac­ 
tions in view ; when he employs his wealth 
in great industries; when he so invests it 
that it gives employment to many people: 
when he uses it to gratify the tastes of his 
fellows as well as himself, by beautifying 
landscapes, or erecting architectural piles, 
or in advancement of scientific research, or 
in promotion of industry and art, or for de­ 
velopment of country, or for the confer­ 
ment of educational benefits, or the sys­ 
tematic and wise relief of the unfortunate. 
But it is said that this involves a world 
of worry and tribulation, and it unques­ 
tionably does; but so also does most labor. 
The annoyances and fatigue to which such 
a man is subject are the sweat of his brow, 
which is the symbol of all bard labor that 
is deserving. 
For all the troubles of soul 
and mind he may endure, there is compen­ 
sation for the rich man if he will but take 
it, that others cannot enjoy. 
He has the 


world before him for his exploration; he 
can gratify the taste for trav el; enlarge his 
store of knowledge by observation of dif­ 
fering peoples and races ; equip his mind 
with the means of attaining the chiefest of 
pleasures, by bidding the storehouses of 
science, art, music and learning all the 
world over to open at his knocking. He 
need not exhaust the vital energies in 
everyday’s toil, for he has the means to 
take more than physical rest, since he may 
change the scene, engage in varying tasks, 
enjoy the rich reward of bringing comfort 
to the poor, or take enduring satisfaction 
in contemplation of the ends he has in 
view for making that lie has acquired do 
duty for him when he has laid down the 
world and entered upoh the unknown. 
The rich man may at least enjoy the 
comforting assurance that those dependent 
ujion him are secure from want, and if 
they have been properly trained, that they 
will honor his name in living after him. 
If he labors with his wealth ever so hard, 
he still may make it his servant, and defy 
it to make him its slave. 
It is a matter of 
personal character, after a ll; the man 
owned by riches, in an humble state would 
be owned bv m en; 
instead of lieing a 
motor in life’s machinery, he would be 
simply a senseless cog upon one of the 
wheels. 
If he does not take the leisure 
wealth gives him power to command, it is 
either liecause he has not sufficient char­ 
acter to rise superior to his grosser part, or 
enjoys life best in those activities in which 
his possession of wealth enables him to 
confer benefits upon his fellows, by promot­ 
ing their material and intellectual welfare. 


T h a t Governor Stevenson vetoed the 
Nevada lottery bill 
on 
constitutional 
grounds, does not, as our evening con­ 
temporary assumes, imply that with the 
Constitution out of the way he would have 
approved it. That he would not have 
done so we have reason to believe from the 
character and the whole career of the man.

A correspondent writing from Placer- 
ville, El Dorado county, says : Never in 
the history of El Dorado county has there 
been such activity in real estate transac­ 
tions as during the past three months 
More places have changed hands in the 
last sixty days than in the ten years pre­ 
ceding. The new comers are almost with­ 
out exception Eastern people, and a m a­ 
jority of them visited Los Angeles before 
comiDg here. One gentleman from St. Au­ 
gustine, Florida, who purchased 320 acres 
about three miles west of riacerville some 
weeks ago, paying $10 an acre therefor, 
says the land is of superior quality to 
similar lands in Los Angeles which are 
held at $1.000 an acre. 
He has written his 
people of the wonderful resources of this 
“ neck of the woods," of the purity of our 
atmosphere, 
the healthfulness of our 
climate, the wonderful productiveness of 
our soil, the abundance of fuel, the splendid 
water supply, an! above and beyond all, 
the cheapness of our lands, and he expects 
a hundred families from that State to' this 
section within the next twelve months. A 
fruit ranch of 160 acres, which was offered 
for sale for $3,000 one year ago, was dis­ 
posed of last week through the real estate 
firm of E. K. Alsip & Co., of your city, for 
$6,500. In three months from now the same 
property will bring $10,000. The incoming 
strangers have given an impetus to all 
kinds of trade, and Riacerville is enjoying 
a quiet little boom. 
City property is ad­ 
vancing, and our merchants are all doing a 
driving business. All that we want to 
make this town the Los Angeles of the 
North is the extension of the railroad from 
Shingle Springs to Placerville.

C ircu lar from G en era l M an ager T o w u e. 
A. N. Towne, General Manager of the 
Pacific system of the Southern Pacific 
Company, has issued a circular giving no­ 
tice of the action to be taken by the com­ 
pany with reference to the provisions of 
the interstate commerce law, which pro­ 
hibit the use of free passes except in cer­ 
tain cases. The circular reads as follows : 
To whom it may concern : An Act to regu­ 
late commerce, known as the interstate com­ 
merce law, which takes effect on the 4th 
day of April, 1887, declares that it shall be 
unlawful for auy railroad company engaged 
in interstate commerce to furnish free 
transportation to any person or persons, 
except its own officers and employes, or 
the officers and employes of other railroad 
companies, under penalty of a fine not to 
exceed $5,000 for each offense. 
Any director, officer, receiver, trustee, 
lessee, or agent of, or person acting for or 
employed by a common carrier, who shall 
willfully do or causa to be done, or shall 
willingly suffer or permit to be done, any 
act, matter, or thing by the Act referred to, 
prohibited or declared to be unlawful, or 
who shall aid or abet therein, is declarad 
to be guilty of a misdemeanor,‘and, upon 
conviction, to be subject to above fine for 
each offense. 
Therefore, those other than railroad 
officers and bona fide railroad employes, 
holding special tickets (passes) signed by a 
proper officer of this company, granting 
free transportation over the interstate lines 
of the Pacific system, will take notice that 
after April 3, 1887, said tickets will not be 
honored for an interstate trip, or any part 
of an interstate trip. 
Baggage will not be checked nor will 
sleeping-car tickets be sold for an inter­ 
state trip on said special tickets. 
Conductors will be instructed to take up 
special tickets when offered for an inter­ 
state trip or any part thereof by other than 
railroad officers or, employes, and require 
payment of regular rates of fare for the 
whole trip. 


THE GOVERNOR’S SIGNATURE. 


T h e G overn or A p p lie s th e P ru n in g K n ife 
te th e A p p rop riation B ill. 
The Governor yesterday approved the 
general appropriation bill, objecting, how­ 
ever, to eleven items and disapproving of 
the same. He appended to the bill a state­ 
ment of the items to which he objects, and 
the reasons therefor. The items or appro­ 
priations disallowed are the following : 
For pay of employes of State Printing 
Office, $104,000. 
Also, $30,000 for stock and lhaterial for 
same office. 
. 
Also, $15,000 for compilation of school 
£0 2 b o o k s 
Also, $25,000 for State Printing Office, to 
be used in the publication of elementary 
grammars, arithmetics, etc.; claiming that 
all these items of expenditure are provided 
for in Assembly- Bill* No. 503. 
The item of $600 for office rent, fuel and 
contingent expenses of Commissioners of 
the Yosemite Valley, $200 for fitting up an 
office for the Commissioners, and $2.000 for 
salary cf the Secretary of the Commission, 
are disallowed. 
Two items, $4,000 and $2,000 respectively, 
for increased facilities for the articulation 
department, and the industrial department, 
of the Deaf and Dumb and Blind Asylum, 
are disallowed, claiming that they are ex- 
cesssive, and should be covered in the lib­ 
eral appropriations of$91,500, made in other 
parts of the bill for the same institution. 
The Governor gives the same reasons for 
disallowing $20,000 for the Insane Asylum 
at Stockton for extension of boiler-house, 
repairs, plumbing, etc., the appropriation 
of $400,000 for this asylum, he claims, 
being sufficient to include these items. 
He also approved the following : 
Senate Bill No. 443, to provide for the 
future management of the Napa Insane 
Asylum, relating to the Resident Physi­ 
cian. 
Assembly Bill No. 257, to provide for the 
deficiency in the appropriation for the pay­ 
ment of rewards for the arrest of highway 
robbers for the thirty-sixth fiscal year. 
Assembly Bills Non 370 and 371, provid­ 
ing for deficiency in the approp iation for 
transportation of prisoners for the thirty- 
seventh and thirty-eighth fiscal years. 
Senate Bill No. 191, appropriating $28,500 
for the purpose of purchasing a site for the 
location of the Industrial Home of Mechan­ 
ical Trades for the Adult Blind of Califor­ 
nia. 
■ 
Senate Bill No. 422, to provide for the 
deficiency in the appropriation for the costs 
and expenses of suits wherein the State 
was a party for the thirty-fifth fiscal year. 
Senate Bill No. 450, to pay the officers 
and men of the Second Brigade for guard 
service from December 19, 1886, to January 
31, 1887, both days inclusive, during rioting 
in San Francisco. 
Assembly Bill No. 323, relating to gov­ 
ernment of counties. [This is what is 
known as " the county government bill.”] 
Assembly Bill No. 358, to provide for de­ 
ficiency in payment of postage in office of 
Adjutant-General, thirty-fifth fiscal year. 
Assembly Bill No. 359, to provide for de­ 
ficiency in appropriation for the restoration 
and preservation of fish for the thirty-fifth 
fiscal year. 
Assembly Bills Nos. 378, 379 and 380, to 
provide for the deficiency in the appropria­ 
tion for the payment of rewards for the ar­ 
rest of criminals without the limits of the 
State for the thirty-fifth, thirty-sixth and 
thirty-seventh fiscal years. 
Assembly Bill No. 372, to provide for the 
deficiency in the appropriation for the 
transportation ol prisoners for the thirty- 
fifth fiscal year. 
Senate Bill No. 312, to appropriate money 
for the preservation of the Yosemite Valley 
and the Mariposa Big Tree Grove. 
Assembly Bill No. 367, to provide for de­ 
ficiency for traveling expenses of Attorney- 
General and Surveyor-General in contests 
between the State and the United States for 
the thirty-fiftb fiscal year.

NOTES OF TRAVEL. 


A rriv a l o f E x cu rsio n ists—E a stern P e o p le 
R e tu r n in g —T ravel to th e Y o sem ite. 
The San Francisco Bulletin of last even­ 
ing says : The outgoing trains on the Cen­ 
tral Pacific line are heavy now. There are 
from four to five sleepers, well-filled, every 
day. - The Atlantic and Pacific road sends 
out one sleeper daily. There are one or 
two sleepers out daily by the Southern 
Pacific. 
These cars 
carry oat in the 
vicinity of 200 passengers "daily. 
Of the 
thousands of excursionists who came to 
California the present season, stopping first 
at Los Angeles, a large proportion will re­ 
turn by the Northern or Central routes, to 
make a round trip and see as mnch of the 
country as possible. 
The Sunset and 
Atlantic and Pacific routes naturally secure 
a large share of Ihe west-bound tourist 
travel in the winter season. 
Much of this 
travel is diverted in spring to the Northern 
lines. At the same time large winter par­ 
ties come to California by the Central 
routes. 
While there are several hundred first- 
class passengers going out of San Francisco 
weekly, the effect is less marked in the 
business of the local ticket offices than it 
would be under a different system of tick­ 
ets. More local ticket business was dune 
with 
1,000 East-bound tourists in the 
spring, formerly, than is now done with 
several times that number. This is occa­ 
sioned by the system of round-trip tickets, 
good for six months, with which nine out 
of ten tourists now bound East are equip­ 
ped. Among the thousands of tourists in 
the State there is a continual inquiry as to 
when the route to the Yosemite will be 
open for travel. Sam Miller receives many 
letters daily asking about the date when 
the valley travel will begin. There is a 
general desire to see the wonders of Cali­ 
fornia. The six months time allowed ex­ 
cursionists who came early in the season 
has nearly expired in some instances. 
These tourists see that they must visit the 
valley soon if they are to see it this season. 
The excursionists just arriving are also 
furnished with tickets good for six months. 
They can view the Yosemite and other at­ 
tractions which are closed in winter more 
at their leisure. The route to the Csysers 
was opened on the 15th. 
It is announced that the Yosemite route 
will be opened on April 1st. Gangs of men 
are at work breaking tbe snow. A letter re­ 
ceived from the Guardian of the valley, un­ 
der date of March 1 -1th, reported that there 
was then only one foot of snow in the val­ 
ley. 
It is expected, from the indications, 
that the travel to the Yosemite will be 
heavier the coming season than ever be­ 
fore. The railroad line will not be extend­ 
ed beyond Raymond this year, but the 
staging lias been reduced so that the trip is 
easy. The distance staged the first day 
from Raymond is only thirty-five miles, 
and the next forenoon twenty-six miles are 
staged.

Sam Miller, who comes in contact with a 
large share of the Eastern excursionists, 
corroborates what others have said con­ 
cerning those who are now here.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


F r a n k R hoads* I n te r e s tin g S u it. 
The publication of the coinplaint of 
Frank Rhoads, of this city, in which he 
sues W iiliam Carr for m oney said to have 
been advanced by him on Carr's account to 
Assemblymen 
Franklin, 
Deveney 
and 
B uhlert, has made quite a stir. 
The Posl 
says that Peter Deveney. the suave and 
gentle clerk of the San Francisco Justices' 
Courts, says that Mr. Rhoads m ust be m is­ 
taken about him , because he is sure he did 
not receive any money from Rhoads or any 
one else during his term as legislator, ex­ 
cept his regular pay from the State. H e is 
m uch pained at the m ention of his name 
in connection with the m atter, and declares 
th at the accuser will be put to the proof. 
“If Mr. Rhoails or any one else has any 
notes, tags or acceptances signed by m e,” 
said Mr. Deveney haughtily, "they will be 
paid on demand.” 
Mr. Buhlert wants to be investigate J, and 
says that he did not get any money from 
Rhoatls, and Mr. Franklin says that he did 
not receive any money from Mr. Rhoads on 
account of W illiam Carr. 
W illiam Carr is reported to have said 
that he knows nothing of the m atter, and 
that no demand has been made upon him 
for any moneys expended in any such way. 
Jt is also reported that he has said that if 
any one wants any amusem ent with him 
he will be glad to help out the circus. 
All the same, Rhoads insists that the 
money was advanced, as set forth in his 
complaint, and that the fact is susceptible 
of proof, 
it was scarcely to be expected 
that the legislators to whom the m oney is. 
alleged to have been paid would be willing 
to acknowledge it if they could avoid do­ 
ing so. 


A T e n -C e n t T ax . 
In 1878 the Legislature of this State 
passed an Act the first section of which 
provides that the Secretary of each corpora­ 
tion in this State shall collect from each 
person receiving a certificate of stock in 
such corporation a fee of 10 cents for issu­ 
ing the same. 
U nder the provision of this 
section such Secretaries are constituted 
agents or trustees to receive such tax, and 
Section 2 of said Act provides that he must 
m ake a return to the Tax Collector ot the 
num ber of certificates so issued, and pay 
the 10 cents for each certificate to hint. 
None of this money has ever been paid in, 
and D. E. Alexander and Isaac Joseph, at­ 
torneys of this city, have been employed 
to force the payment of the money to the 
county. They nare sent out to the various 
corporations a notice, calling their atten­ 
tion to the law and demanding that they 
settle with the county. The law makes it 
a misdemeanor on the part of the Secretary 
to fail to report, and, as no reports have 
ever been made, the Secretary of each cor­ 
poration doing business in this county is in 
default; but the attorneys thought it but 
fair to call attention to the law before in­ 
voking its penalties. Section 3 provides a 
penalty of *100 for each certificate not re­ 
turned under oath, which sum is recover­ 
able from the corporation ; and for a false 
oath, the Secretary is punishable for per­ 
jury. The law is very stringent, and the 
attorneys say they intend to enforce it to 
the letter. In San Francisco a special col­ 
lector is appointed, who collects this tax, 
and the corporations have paid it ever since 
the law took effect. This law can be found 
on page 955 of the statutes of 1877-8. 


M etropolitan T heater. 
It. T. Booth, the entertaining and elo­ 
quent speaker, will deliver a lecture at the 
M etropolitan Theater this evening upon 
“ Three Years in the Ranks,” being his 
reminiscences of the American civil war, 
from actual service, and giving the comic, 
tragic and pathetic sides of a soldier’s life.

A M ovem en t o f th e B u sin ess M en o f S a c­ 
ra m en to in th e B ig h t D irectio n . 
Since the opening ill the middle of Feb­ 
ruary last of the branch office of the Cen­ 
tral and N orthern California Im m igration 
Association at Los Angeles, m ore parties 
seeking homes have visited the head office 
here than during all last year. The Secre­ 
tary received a letter yesterday advising him 
of several parties who will leave Los A n­ 
geles in a few days to see our land. They 
all have means, and intend to locate per­ 
m anently. A t first the real estate men in 
Los Angeles were disposed to m ake light 
of the work of this Association, but when 
they saw the sample fruits they were com­ 
pelled to look upon our work in an en­ 
tirely different light. An orange picked in 
Placer county last November attracts un­ 
usual attention, and appears to carry a 
great deal more weight than all the printed 
m atter that can be laid before the home- 
seeker. The Los Angeles office is thronged 
al! day long. 
Visitors are told th at no 
undue influence will be brought to bear 
upon them to induce them to purchase 
land ; that they will be given all the infor­ 
mation they wish, and m ust decide for 
themselves. 
This work has reached such magnitude, 
and so m any large land-holders will not be 
bothered with the trouble of subdividing 
their large fields, and there appearing to be 
a disposition on the part of speculators to 
take advantage of every bome-seeker that 
visits our portion of the State, an associa­ 
tion has been formed, which has been in­ 
corporated as “ The Sacramento Land and 
Colonization Company.”

Before buying 
land, two or more of the Directors, who 
are practical judges of soil, will m ake a 
personal exam ination; and, in addition to 
this, the association will employ experts 
to m ake critical exam ination. This will 
give a guarantee to every party buying their 
homes through this company that they 
will get the very best of land.

be inferred from tbe conduct of the prison­ 
ers, who were full of amusem ent on the 
way down. The colored men adm it hav­ 
ing' passed through this way recently, and 
one of th e » was armed with a pistol when 
arrested. They had not been interviewed 
as to the m urder when they arrived here, 
but the m atter will be inquired into thor­ 
oughly to-day.

AGRICULTURAL. 


SUGGESTIONS AND EXPERIENCES 
, OF ISTEREST. 


Treatment of Vines with Manure and 
with Sulphur—Fig Production— 
Codlin Moth Remedy—Etc. 


Captain J. B. Moore addressed a New 
England Farmers’ Club on the subject of 
"Grape Culture” at a recent meeting. 
From the report of the Massachusetts 
Ploughman we make the following extract: 
“ As far as manuring is concerned, any 
land that is rich enough to bear forty bush' 
els of com to the acre is rich enough to 
grow grapes. As far as my own course is 
concerned, I have not used manure after 
nlanting. I have used applications some' 
times of bone and ashes, and sometimes of 
bone and potash salts, with occasional 
plaster mixed with it, because the grape 
requires more or less sulphur in the soil 
the plaster of paris is the cheapest way you 
can get it. It is sulphate of lime, and does 
not cost much. Yon can buy a ton for five 
or six dollars, and it is as good an applica 
tion for that purpose as anything that I 
know of. The reason why you don’t want 
to apply animal manure largely to your 
grapes is that it induces a rank, coarse 
growth of wood and foliage, which is un­ 
favorable to the production of fruit. You 
want 8 fair, moderate growth of wood, and 
that is all. You want a medium-sized 
wood. The cane should be about the size 
of your little finger, and it will bear larger 
bunches and more of them than if it is 
three times as large. Yon want to have 
them well ripened. Stimulating the vine 
by animal manure makes it grow until late 
in the fall, and the food will not ripen as 
well. The fruit buds do not thoroughly 
develop until the wood is partially ripe. I 
think you can make a much stronger fruit 
bud by moderate manuring than if you put 
too much animal manure.” 
CODLIN MOTH EXPERIMENTS. 
The State Entomologist of Illinois, Dr. S. 
A. Forbes, has recently instituted a series 
of bulletins for “ the purpose of presenting 
to the public interested the most important 
results of the economic work of the office 
more promptly than is possible if their 
publication is limited to the biennial re­ 
ports now authorized by law.” They will 
be "issued at regular intervals, each num­ 
ber confined to a single subject, and con­ 
taining either a report of recent original 
work, or a special discussion of some ento­ 
mological topic of peculiar agricultural in­ 
terest at the time.” 
The first of this series treats of the arsen­ 
ical poisons for the codlin moth, being a 
record and discussion of the experiments 
made during 18S5 and 188G, and already re­ 
ferred to in these columns. But thegeneral 
conclusion reached, on account of its 
great importance to the obchardist, is worth 
repeating. It is that “ the results of once 
or twice spraying with Paris green in early 
spring, before the young apples had drooped 
on their stems, resulted in a saving of about 
75 per cent, of the apples exposed to injury 
by the codlin moth.” 
BEST WAY TO APPLY POULTRY MANURE. 
If every farmer, and every keeper of 
fowls, even on a city lot, only knew how 
valuable poultry droppings really are, not a 
handful of them would ever be allowed to 
go to waste. A single tablsspoonful where 
needed will make a thrifty hill of com, 
where, without it there might be only a 
sickly growth of puny stalks. Professor 
Voelcker. of the Royal Agricultural So­ 
ciety of England, advises as the least ex­ 
pense and best way of using poultry man­ 
ure to mix it with dry earth, and the like 
into a compost. Mixed with about twice 
the quantity of dry, earthy matters of this 
kind.it will soonbe reduced into a fairly 
dry and powdery state, in which it may be 
readily sown broadcast or with the drill, 
and found useful in growing any kind of 
garden vegetables. For root crops, such as 
turnips, carrots and mangels, it is advised 
that poultry manure be mixed, after re­ 
ducing to a powdery state, with an equal 
weieht of superphosphates and the mixture 
drilled in at the rate of 500 pounds to the 
acre. In making poultry manure into 
compost with earth. Prof." Voelcker warns 
against mixing quicklime with it, as the ef­ 
fect would be to liberate the ammonia, the 
most of which would escape and be lost. 
On the other hand he recommends as a pos­ 
itive advantage mixing soot with this com­ 
. post. In the absence of soot, the next best 
thing, in his opinion, is to mix in burnt 
plaster to which a small quantity of super­ 
phosphate is added, the free acid" of which 
will eventually prevent the escape of am­ 
monia. A mixture of two parts burnt 
plaster and one part superphosphate may 
be kept in readiness to mix with the fresh 
chicken droppings for the purpose of ab­ 
sorbing the excess of moisture and thus fa­ 
cilitate its being reduced to dry and friable 
nature. Three parts of fresh chicken man­ 
ure and one part of the preceding mixture 
of burnt plaster and superphosphate, if 
kept under cover for a few days and 
turned once or twice during the time, and 
then passed through a screen or sieve, will 
be found to be more efficacious when ap­ 
plied at the rate of from COO to 800 pounds 
to the acre.—Practical Farmer. 
CALIFORNIA FIGS. SUN-DRIED. 
We note a considerable increase in the 
product this year, and which is of better 
quality and better packing. 
Wherever 
these figs are thoroughly introduced we 
always note an increase of orders. Outside 
of the fact of their being of a purple color, 
they are equal in flavor to the imported 
figs. Nothing is against them but the 
color, but, as before stated, they are grad­ 
ually winning their way in different parts 
of the country, and we look to see the time 
when a California purple fig will take its 
place in the markets of the country the 
same as the Smyrna figs of to-day. It is a 
iree that, planted in certain sections of 
E'alifornia, produces abundantly, and even 
at the low prices now ruling, pays the 
•grower about as well as any other fruit that 
we know of, as scarcely anv care is needed, 
and the fruit is generally allowed to ripen 
-°n '.be tree and drop off. Then it is gener­ 
ally picked up, packed into boxes or sacks, 
and shipped to market. All the expenses 
that are attendant upon the preparations of 
other dried fruits are not required by the 
fig. We are also producing here, but in 
very small quantities a3 yet, the California 
white figs, from imported stock. This fig, 
samples of which we have seen, is equal or 
superior Id the best goods from Turkey.— 
Grocer and Country Merchant. 
SULPHURING VINES. 
Henry Wiel, of Gienwood, Santa Cruz 
county, writing to the Rural Press, says 
concerning his experience on this subject: 
I find that sulphuring can hardly be done 
too soon, particularly in localities where 
the vines are subject to the disease. I com­ 
mence when the shoots are but an inch or 
two long and when many of them are but 
jnst starting. At this early stage but little 
sulphur is required, and, with me. has 
proved a very effectual preventive of dis­ 
ease. It also has the effect of destroying a 
small black borer which makes its appear­ 
ance at about that time and does considera­ 
ble damage if let alone. 
The second sulphuring is applied by me 
when the vines are in bloom. These two 
sulphurings, if well done, and a good arti­ 
cle of surphur employed, are sufficient to 
check mildew. There may appear a few 
isolated cases of sickly vines later in the 
season, but with care they also can be 
cured. 
The different qualities of sulphur have 
also been discussed in your paper. We 
have tried them all, and I, for one, am con­ 
. vinced that there is no economy in using 
any but the best. Last year I used a Bel­ 
gian sulphur, branded Koch & Rei° which 
can be found probably at any wholesale 
druggist’s. In former years, although al 
ways sulphuring, employing "French ;ub- 
Km’ed,” "French rolled.” Sicilian and Aner- 
can, I bave always suffered more or .ess 
from mildew, whereas, last year, employ­ 
ing the Belgian, not over a dozen vines 
were affected out of over 40 acres. A neigh­ 
bor who used the American article, and in 
larger proportion than I, suffered consider- 
ablv from mildew. 
The time may come when our country 
will produce an' article as good as the im­ 
ported one. but my experience teaches me 
that such time has not yet arrived. 
GATHERED NUBBINS. 
A common hoe, straightened ont by a 


blacksmith, makes a cheap and excellent 
implement for chopping roots for stock. 
There is annually a large amount of 
bogus butter made in the churn, owing to 
lack of skill care and proper temperature in 
churning. 
Dc not let the blackberry and raspberry 
canes grow up in grass, but cultivate them 
thoroughly, so as to secure greater growth 
and stronger canes. 
The United States Dairyman does not be­ 
lieve that sweet cream’/rom a given quantity 
of milk will yield as much batter as sour 
cream from the same milk. 
The one great cause of the small profits 
of the majority of small-fruit growers and 
market-gardeners is due to the fact that 
they try to work too much land. 
The cheapest and quickest way a poor 
farmer can improve his pecuniary condi­ 
tion is to improve his stock by the persist­ 
ent use of the best full-blooded sires. 
The new breed of fowls, the Minorcas, 
are claimed to be red-faced black Spanish, 
but arc hardier than the Spanish. They lay 
larger eggs Than any other breed of fowls. 
To protect watermelon plants from bugs, 
a South Carolina grower recommends char­ 
coal dnst or coal-kiln dirt, dusting about a 
pint over each hill when the plants are 
young. 
Good mules are always in demand, and 
as they are more easily raised than horses 
it would probably pay"to make a specialty 
of them on large farms where pasture is 
abundant. 
Coil ashes have been used successfully 
around currant and gooseberry bushes to 
drive away borers. A plentiful mixture of 
ashes with soil has kept the radish maggot 
oat of radish beds. 
The coming buttcr-ruaker, according to 
the National Stockman, must have a clean 
mouth and breath as well as clean clothes 
and a clean apron, be honest, neat, smart, 
level headed and able to keep accounts. 
Rip out your unnecessary fences and pile 
up the posts and rails or boards neatly, and 
protect them from the weather until you 
have use for them. Every fence that is not 
absolutely needed is a costly nuisance. 
The great improvements in agriculture 
and farm implements—labor-saving ma­ 
chinery—have come from those deeply in­ 
terested in agricultural works, while not 
following agriculture as a means of sup­ 
port. 
• One who has been a close student of the 
habits of his flocks, is satisfied that when 
they are allowed to drink all the good water 
they will, they do much better than if de­ 
prived of it, on the old idea that sheep do 
not need water. 
A Pekin duck, if forced by high feeding 
from the time it is hatched, will weigh five 
pounds when ten weeks old, costing about 
thirty cents for food, and selling for double 
that price, while its feathers and manure 
also possess a value. 
Mr. Downing, perhaps the most famous 
horticulturist of our own country, in­ 
cluded the melon among fruits. Henri 
Vilmoriu, equally famous in the Old 
World, classes the strawberry among veg­ 
etables. Readers may take their choice. 
No dealer should handle a pound of but­ 
ter until he first secures a room to keep it 
separate from all other goods having any 
unpleasant odor. A cheap, up-ground, ar­ 
tificial cellar is best, where the air is pare 
and well ventilated, but can be kept cool. 
There is no better savings bank on the 
farm than the manure heap. It is a re­ 
ceptacle upon which every ounce of waste 
material may be placed, and the daily sav­ 
ings ot small amounts accumulate into 
valuable deposits in the course of twelve 
months. 
Major Alvord mentions that a cow years 
ago was considered good that gave 0,000 
pounds of milk in a year. Nowadays cows 
that give 10,000 pounds a year are not un­ 
common. He has lately been walching a 
cow whose milk record was 26,000 pounds 
of milk in a year. 
Well conducted experiments in beet- 
feeding. says Professor Fear, of the Penn­ 
sylvania State College, are greatly needed 
in this country. Farmers could realize 
from them what they have lost by so long 
neglecting a crop entering in the rotation of 
all well-managed farms. 
Merino wool has been greatly improved 
within the past hundred years. Formerly 
it had a fineness of 750 fibers to the inch ; 
in 1856 an inch held 840 fibers, but at the 
present day an inch contains from 1,000 to 
1,800 fibers, anil the breed is still being im­ 
proved in fineness of wool. 
The farming community have been much 
more indebted to persons who have learned 
agriculture from papers and books than they 
suppose. The man who reads also thinks 
and experiments. It becomes a habit with 
him, if he have leisure, to test practically 
what is claimed theoretically. 
There is room for improvement in the 
exhibition of breeding stock at fairs. As a 
rule the stock is shown in the fattest con­ 
dition possible. Fat is detrimental to the 
production of offspring, and a line should 
be drawn between the animals intended 
for the butcher and those to be kept for 
breeding. 
It has been demonstrated by experiment 
that one acre of land upon which is grown 
soiling crops for dairy cows will produce 
sufficient food to enaDie the cows to double 
the yield of milk and butter as compared 
with the ordinary mode of pasturing. If 
this be possible with all farmers the extra 
yield should afford a profit. 
It requires practice and close attention to 
all the details in order to produce two tubs 
of butter alike in quality. A change in 
the kind of food given the cows will alter 
the character of the product, as may be 
noticed when wild onions are eaten. The 
most careful consideration should be given 
the feed, and next the cleanliness of the 
stalls. 
It is claimed that 400 pounds of butter 
per annum is the average for Jersey cows; 
but this is a high estimate, considering the 
neglect given them on some farms. The 
cows do not average more than 300 milk­ 
ing days in the year, and to produce 400 
pounds of butter every year calls for a pro­ 
duct of nearly 9 pounds of butter per week 
for each cow. 
To cure scratches take a lump of lime— 
say two pounds—slack with chamber lye to 
about the consistency of whitewash ; then 
with a swab apply it to parts affected. In 
twenty-four hours wash clean with warm 
water and repeat, and in twenty-fonr hours 
wash clean. Keep well oiled for one week, 
and your horse will be well. I am sure 
this will cure the worst case of grease heels 
that ever existed. 
A North Carolina writer asks which 
would be the best breed of beef cattle to 
cross on his native stock in that State— 
Polled Angus, Shorthorn, or Hereford; 
and the New York Times responds that 
none of these would be suited to the lo­ 
cality indicated—a cotton-gTowing region— 
but recommends the Devon, which makes 
excellent beef, while the cows are better 
milkers than any one of the three men­ 
tioned. 
Mrs. Captain C. A. Ranlett, of Billerica, 
Mass., has a choice cow which she let out 
one day in early summer for an airing. 
She strayed away a half mile or more to 
the mill-pond, where she was found and 
brought home. Noting the cow’3 condition, 
some one connected with the house went 
to the locality where she was found, and 
discovered two fine and frisky calves. The 
real surprise, however, came the next 
morning, when two more calves were 
found. Unfortunately the last two died for 
want of care, but old farmers of the vicin­ 
ity who saw them said that all would have 
lived if they had received proper attention. 
This beats the importation racket all 
hollow.

VISIT TO CANTON. 


VIEWS FROM THE STEAMER ON 
THE PEARL RIVER. 


Pleasing Tropical Luxuriance — A 
B uddhist Tem ple—Traveling in 
Chairs—The Streets—Etc. 


[Special BECORD-UigoN Correspondence.! 
Canton, February 2,1887. 
The wind had not the least suggestion of 
the tropics in it when our steamer, the Ho 
Nam, left her dock at Hongkong early this 
morning. Just a year ago, and on just 
such a cold morning, I was steaming up 
the river to Canton. There are no changes 
noticeable, for tbe Pearl river is very con­ 
servative, and the dwellers on its banks are 
un-American. 
The mountains and rocky islands have 
fantastic forms, which give occasion for 
many names chosen from their imagined 
resemblances to various objects of nature. 
The Bocca Tigris and the gray forts are 
passed ; the river banks are low, and would 
be uninteresting were it not for the fact 
that they are in China, and the sight of 
them brings to mind so much of romance 
and adventure, that they become full of 
fascination. 
BANANAS GROW EVERYWHERE, 
Being planted as borders to the plats of 
cultivated land or where there is a path­ 
way. The country seems far from crowded; 
indeed, the hills are quite desolate, and 
scarcely a hut is to be seen. Chinese cities 
are crowded, but the country is sparsely 
populated. 
Whampoa is reached about 1 o’clock, 
and its two picturesque pagodas bave been 
showing themselves prominently in the 
landscape for some time, giving a most 
satisfactory Oriental tone. Whampoa is 
now but a small village, though it was 
formerly the port where all foreign ships 
had to land ; a British Consul is here now, 
as it is still a port, and some vessels make 
use of it. The first pagoda stands. 100 
feet high, and from it is seen growing a 
good-sized tree, which has been there for a 
great many years. This tower was built in 
1598, and the other, known as the First 
Bar Pagoda, was built in 1621. These are 
considered to be quite modern affairs by 
tbe people, who trace their history back 
beyond the time of our Edenic pair. The 
famous barriers are near here which the 
Chinese sunk in the river to prevent the 
French coming up. They refuse to move 
them now because the expense of putting 
them down was so great They compel us 
to leave our steamer and take a launch for 
quite a distance, as the river is too shallow, 
except at high tide for the Ho Nam to 
cunte up to the Canton wharf. . This 
steamer is a river boat of American style, 
and is armed to the teeth, and has a guard 
stationed at each hatchway which leads to 
the lower deck, where the common Chi­ 
nese are kept. 
THE CITY OF CANTON, 
As seen from the river, has the appearance 
of a European city given it by the Gothic 
towers of the cathedral, which can be seen 
at quite a distance. 
Landing on the 
Sharueen, the foreign concession, one is 
charmed with its beauty, an ideal spot 
where the streets become green lawns and 
'each home stands in the midst of flowers. 
Enormous banyan and camphor trees give 
shade, and were it not for the ever present 
gunboat, either American or British, which 
¡3 always ready, one would take this for the 
home of peace and utmost security. The 
tuins of some of the fourteen houses 
which were destroyed by the mob in 1883 
are still visible. R uíds of the Chinese 
buildings destroyed in California have 
hardly a trace left after a week has passed. 
The Shamcen is about 2,900 feet long by 
1,000 wide, and bordered by a stone em­ 
bankment which cost over $300,000. The 
inhabitants !8ve their little cage, and one 
can hardly wonder, though the only 
European neighbor is Hongkong, ninety 
miles away. With my guide. Mack, I 
crossed the river by boat to the Honam 
suburbs 11 visit the large 
BUDDHIST TEMPLE AND MONASTERY. 
Eight acres are in garden and under care 
o ' the priests, who certainly ought to have 
a haf pv time of it among so many charm­ 
ing walks. Service was being chanted 
when I arrived by many priesls in yellow 
robes. The voices, the occasional tinkle of 
a bell and the arrangement of the altars, 
excepting of course the Asiatic atmosphere 
which was ever present, reminded me 
forcibly ot the beautiful vesper services in 
our own Roman Catholic churches. The 
incense, the subdued light of the interior, 
the symbols, only a few of which though 
were intelligible to me, were well ealeu- 
lated to produce upon the crowd an effect 
desirable in a religious assembly. In these 
gardens are the crematories lor "the bodies 
of priests and the large tombs in which the 
ashes are deposited. 
One sees here to best advantage those 
oddlv-grown trees which are made to take 
the forms of men and beasts. There is 
something distressing io me in fhese 
plants, and especially when they are fin­ 
ished with porcelain eyes. It is deemed of 
great value, in the after life, by Buddhists 
to save a life, and the easiest way to ac­ 
complish this is by giving some creature— 
usually a white "pig or chicken—to the 
monastery, where they are fed and kept 
till they die a natural death. The preva­ 
lence of this custom accounts for the 
great number of the sacred animals (so 
called) seen about the temples. 
BEGGARS FOLLOWED ME 
About everywhere, and among them I dis­ 
tributed my visiting cards, which seemed 
to please them even more than money. 
The Chinese have a superstitions reverence 
for printed paper, and, like all humanity 
have a special regard for what is incom­ 
prehensible. A wealthy and old family, 
Ng (I hope n. g. does not mean no good) 
by name, has a pleasant house and grounds 
near this temple, where Honqua, who con­ 
tributed such enormous sums of money 
toward the carrying on of the war with 
France, lives in great style. 1 had seen 
him before, and strolled through his beau- 
tilful gardens, with little lattice houses and 
lotus 
ponds, and the 
high 
arch­ 
ing bridges, snch 
as we 
see 
on 
old 
blue and white tea sets; but 
the lotus are dead, and the ponds dry 
and the whole place in winter attire. The 
cold does not, however, affect Honqua, 
and he gave me a most cordial greeting in 
European manner, and then lapsed into 
the delightfully 41 barbarian ” custom of 
treating me to tea and swect3. 
I wish 
coolie-ridden America could become famil­ 
iar with Chinese gentlemen, and I wish the 
returning coolies could tell their hotne 
friends of American gentlemen, but hood­ 
lum onj one side and coolie on the other 
are the types best known. No people in 
the worl'd could show a finer looking man 
than China can in Lee Hung Chung, 
Viceroy of Chili Province, and withal he 
is a statesman of great power, and a 
knowledge of foreign countries as well as 
his own quite equal to any of our men at 
Washington. 
cnAIR CONVEYANCES AND COOLIES. 
If you want to find a place in Canton it 
is like trying to reach 44 Fair Rosamond’s 
Bower,” as it stauds in the puzzle in the 
midst of blind paths and twisting road- 
wavs. Of course, one never goes without 
a guide though, and as the city is really 
not large, much sight-seeing can be done 
in a short time. My retinue consisted of a 
guide and six coolies, the latter to carry 
the two chairs. The city within the walls 
is moie like a great fair, and gives one the 
impression of being within doors all the 
time, and continually looking fcr the door 
through which he is "to go out, for the over­ 
lapping roots and pendant signs which 
cover and fill up the vista of these narrow 
streets (often but three feet or four feet 
wide), quite shut out the sky, and cause a 
balf-lignt, in which the strange sights and 
dim interiors, become doubly strange and 
dim. When two chairs pass it requires 
considerable skill in 44 navigating" on the 
part of the coolies, while péople are evi­ 
dently in constant danger of having their 
faces "scratched by the arms of the chairs. 
On one occasion,meeting the chair of some 
official, preceded and followed by gayly 
decked horses,I with chair, coolies and all, 
had to retreat to the interior of a shop 
while the augnst passage was being made. 
The passing- of a bridal chair with its 
profusion of tinsel and little mirrors 


also compels the retreat to some con­ 
venient shop, as there could be no pos­ 
sibility of passing, of course though 
on such an occasion it is only a 
pleasure. No wonder the Chinese acquire 
the habit ot walking in single file. The 
streets are paved and remarkably clean, 
the most disagreeable smells coming, I 
think, from the cooking. 
Canton has had long years of commerce 
with foreigners, but with little effect upon 
her customs—trade with India as early as 
700 A. D.; Arabs came in tbe tenth cen­ 
tury, the Portuguese in 1516, and tbe fa­ 
mous East India Company in 1684. Still, 
Canton remains Chinese completely. 
PECULIAR CHINESE INSTITUTIONS. 
The execution-ground, near the river, 
gives a good view of the sky, which iooks 
refreshingly like home, blit tbe instru­ 
ments of torture, crosses, etc., piled up in 
one corner for use, soon again seem to 
draw a cloud between us ana the heavens. 
Three hundred a year is the average num­ 
ber of executions, while in 1855 fully 50,­ 
000 were beheaded—fortunate that the 
place is so near the river. 
Near here, outside the walls, are the 
homes for old men, old women, the blind, 
the lepers and an asylum for foundlings; 
all these relieve the darkness somewhat, 
and by the payment of a very small fee 
people may become inmates. 
The hall where the examinaflon of lit­ 
erary candidates for the second degree takes 
place every three years is a strange, un­ 
canny place. On either side of a broad, 
flagged roadway, within high walls, are 
ranged the 11.616 gray stone 6x4 cells in 
which the candidate sleeps, cooks, eats and 
writes during the nine days, with but three 
intermissions. If one dies he is taken out 
over the wall, as it is unlawful for any to 
pass through the gates. There are "also 
rooms or cells to accomruodace 3,000 serv­ 
ants. If the examinations at Berkeley 
were conducted on this plan. I fear there 
would be few physically capable of pass­ 
ing, and the ladies’wculd be quite excluded. 
These examinations are essentially Chinese, 
and consequently incomprehensible to the 
western man. 
A visit to the prison is disagreeable in the 
extreme, but when it is over you are pleased 
to thin k that it is not so horrible as is possi­ 
ble. 
Separate yards, inclosed with pal­ 
ings, make places for petty offenders, 
women and criminals of the worst class. I 
went among them all, and distributed 
small coins, or rather large coins of small 
value, which they were very eager for; and 
it did my heart good to think that it might 
in some degree lessen the suffering of the 
poor creatures. Their nearness to me and 
the filth of the place soon drove me to the 
gate, which, after some knocking was 
opened. In a damp, dark cell I saw some 
men in the eangue, or wooden collar, 
which prevents them from lying down or 
from reaching the face with their bands. 
The crime of the prisoner is written on his 
cangue, and they bent down for me to read 
thtm [an impossible thing for me) with 
evident pride. 
THE TEMPLE OF HORP.ORS 
With its ten views of hell is simply laugh­ 
able, for there is so much real suffering 
that these grotesque representations of tor­ 
ments produce anything but a feeling of 
horror in the mind. 
In a tower on tbe wall, quite in the 
midst of the city, is a curious device for 
telling the time; four jars, one above the 
other, are placed so that water put into the 
upper one runs slowlv down to the lowest, 
where a little boat floats, and as the masts 
rise with the water, certain marks on the 
masts tell the time as they pass the edge of 
the jar. A painted board is exposed every 
half hour upon the tower telling the time 
to people in the neighborhood. 
To the 
north of this place is a Mohammedan 
mosque, where the brother of Mahomet’s 
mother was buried in 629 A. D. On the 
right, the White Cloud hills, and on the 
left the hills of Saichin, with the grave- 
covered slopes between. From this tower 
Yeh, the Viceroy, in 1854, viewed tbe bat­ 
tles during the’rebellion, and both the 
French and English soldiers have occupied 
it since that time. 
An evening visit to the flower-boats 
down the river, especially in summer, is 
pleasant if one is not unfriendly to Chinese 
music. The " gilded youth” of Canton, 
when they would give a swell party and 
make papa’s money fly, always hire one of 
these guadily-decorated boats, and with 
music, lanterns, and all the good things of 
Celestial life, float down the river. 
I had 
the pleasure of being the gnest of a Chinese 
merchant one evening, but as the music 
was rasping, the sweetmeats nauseating, 
and the singing girls painted beyond all 
imagination, I found pleasure only in the 
kindness of my host, and also in*the im­ 
mense strings "(thirty feet long) of fire­ 
crackers, which brought to mind the 
Fourth of July on the other side of the 
ocean. 
I don’t think the Chinese care enough 
about us to notice our Restriction Act; but 
the outrages in Wyoming and California 
naturally have lowered us in their regard, 
and have weakened whatever respect they 
may bave had for Christians. If we must 
oppose them, let us do it in a way which 
will show them that our civilization is not 
the equal, but the superior of theirs.

ELECTION PROCLAMATION. 


Proclamation. 


S t a t e o f C a l if o r n ia , 
E x e c u t iv e D e p a r t m e n t, 
S a c ra m e n to , March 15,1887. 


Whereas, the Legislature of the State 
of California, at its twenty-seventh 
session, beginning on the third day 
of January, A. D. eighteen hundred 
and eighty-seven, two-thirds of all 
the members elected to each of the 
two Houses of said Legislature 
voting in favor thereof, proposed 
the following described amend­ 
ments to the Constitution of the 
State of California, to wit: 


Amendment Nnmber One. 


To propose to the people of the State an 
am endm ent to the Constitution of the 
State, relative to the Judiciary D epart­ 
m ent. 


Resolved, That the Legislature of the State of 
California, at its regular session, commencing 
on the third day of January, A. D. eighteen hun­ 
dred and eighty-seven, two-thirds of all the 
members elected to each of the two Houses of 
said Legislature voting in favor thereof, hereby 
propose that Sections two and three, of Article 
Vi., of the Constitution of said State, be 
amended so as to read as follows : 


S ec t io n 2. The Supreme Court shall consist of 
seven Justices. The Associate Justices of the 
Supreme Court, in office at the time of the adop­ 
tion of this amendment to the Constitution, are 
hereby continued in office as Justices of the su­ 
preme Court for the remainder of the terms to 
which they were respectively elected. The Jus­ 
tices shall elect one of their number to be Chief 
Justice, and he shall hold the office of Chief 
Justice of said Court for a term of two years. 
At the expiration of the term of the Chief Jus­ 
tice first elected, and every two years thereafter, 
the Justices shall elect a Chief Justice for a like 
term of two years. An entry of the election of 
such Chief Justice shall be made in the minutes 
of the Court and sigued by four Justices. When­ 
ever thereafter a vacancy occurs in the office of 
Chief Justice, a like election shall be had to 
fill such office for the unexpired term. Ih e Su- 
premfc 
i:i •!» partments or in bank, 
and shall always be oj>eu lor the transaction of 
business. There shall be two departments, de­ 
nominated respectively. Department One and 
DepaitmentTwo. The Chief Justice shall assign 
three of the Justices to each department, and 
such assignment may be changed by him from 
time to time. The Jusfees shall be competent to 
sit in either department, and may interchange 
with each other by agreement among them­ 
selves or as ordered by the Chief Justice. Each 
of the departments shall have the power to hear 
and determine causes aud all questions arising 
therein, subject to the provisions hereinafter 
contained in relation to the Court in bank. The 
presence of three Justices shall be necessary to 
transact any business in either of the depart­ 
ments, except such as may be done at cham­ 
bers, and the concurrence of two Justices shall 
be necessary to pronounce a judgment. The 
Chief Justice shall apportion the business to 
tbe departments, and may. in his discretion, 
order any cause peuding before the Court to be 
heard and decided by the Court in bank. The 
order may be made before or alter judgment 
Erenounced by a department; but where a cause 
as been allotted to one of the departments, and 
a judgmert pronounced thereon, the ordermurt 
be made within thirty days after Mich judgment, 
and concurred in t>y two Justices, and if so 
made it shall have the effect to vacate aud set 
aside the judgment. Any four Justices may, 
either before or after Judgment by a depart­ 
ment, order a case to be heard in bank. If the 
order be not made within the time above lim­ 
ited, the judgment shall be final. No judgment 
by a department shall become final until the 
expiration of the period ot thirty days a'ore- 
said, unless approved by the Chief Justice, in 
writing, with the concurrence of two Justices. 
The Chief Justice may convene the Court in 
bauk at any time, and shall be the presid­ 
ing Justice of the Court when so con­ 
vened. 
The concurrence of four Jus­ 
tices present at the argument shall be 
necessary to pronounce a judgment in bank ; 
but if four Justices, so present, do not concur in 
a judgment, then all the Justices qualified to sit 
iu the cause shall hear the argument; but to 
render a judgment a concurrence of four Judges 
shall be necessary. In the determination of 
causes all decisions of the Court in bank, or in 
departments, shall be £iven in writing, and the 
grounds of the decision shall be stated. The 
Chief Justice may sit in either department, and 
shall preside when so siting, but the Justices 
assigned to each department shall select one of 
their number os presiding Justice. In case of 
the absence of tho Chief Justice from the place 
at which the Court is held, or his inability to 
act, the Associate Justices shall select one of 
their own number to perform the duties and ex­ 
ercise the powers o! the Chief Justice during 
such absence or inability to act. The Supreme 
Court Commission, created by the Act of the 
Legislature approved March twelfth, eighteen 
hundred and eighty-five, shall continue aud be 
a Supreme Court Commission for four years after 
the adoption of this amendment. Said Com­ 
mission may be continued for such time 
thereafter .as may be fixed by an Act 
passed by a vote of two-thirds of the 
elected members of each House of the 
Legislature, and approved by the Governor. 
The members thereof and Secretary shall be ap­ 
pointed as in said Act provided; and such Com­ 
missioners shall be subject to removal in like 
manner us Judges of the Supreme Court. Said 
Commission shall have the same power to hear 
and determine causes possessed by n depart­ 
ment of the Supreme Court; and causes may be 
assigned to the Commission in the same man- 
Der they are assigned to a department, and after 
decision they may be orderecl heard in bank in 
the same way, and with like restrictions as if 
decided in department. The judgments of the 
Commission shall be entered as the judgments 
of the Court. The Commission shall sit at such 
times and places as may be designated by the 
Court, but such Commissioners snail not exer­ 
cise any judicial functions except when assem­ 
bled as u Commission, and then they shall only 
have the power to hear and determine such 
causes as may have been assigned to them. 
Section 3. The Justices of the Supreme Court 
shall be elected by tbe qualified electors of the 
State at large, at the general State elections, and 
the times and places at which State officers are 
elected: and the term of office shall be twelve 
yeirs from and after the fin-t Monday after the 
first day of January next succeeding their elec­ 
tion. Three Justices shall be elected for the full 
term at tbe general State election held in eight­ 
een hundred aud ninety; and at the general elec­ 
tion held every fourth year thereafter, two 
Justices shall be elected for full terms of twc*lve 
years, except that in every twelfth year there­ 
after. three Justices shall be elected for full 
terms. If the Chief Justice, or auy Justice, be­ 
comes permanently disqualified, either me»- 
tally or physically, to perform the duties of his 
office, and such fact is certified to the Governor 
by five Justices, one of whom may be the Chief 
Justice in case of the disability of a Justice, the 
office of such disqualified person becomes im­ 
mediately vacant, and he snail be paid a retir­ 
ing salary of two hundred and fifty ?250) dollars 
per month for the remainder of his term. If a 
vacancy exist or occur in the office of a Justice, 
the Governor shall appoint a person to hold the 
office for the remainder of the unexpired term. 
The Governor shall appoint a Justice to hold 
office as Justice for the unexpired term of the 
late Chief Justice. 


Amendment Nnmber Two. 


To Propose to the People of the State an 
A m endm ent to the Constitution of the 
State, relative to tbe Salaries of the 
«Judiciary D epartm ent. 


Rcaolved, That the Legislature of the State of 
California, at its regular session, commencing 
on the third day of January, A. D. eighteen 
hundred and eighty-seven, two-thirds of all 
members elected to each of the two Houses of 
said Legislature voting in favor thereof, hereby 
propose that Section seventeen, of Article VI., 
of tne Constitution of said State be amended so 
as to read as follows : 
S e c t io n 17. The Justices of Ihe Supreme Court, 
and Judgespf the Superior Court, shall severally, 
at stated times during their continuance in 
office, receive for their services compensation 
which shall not be increased or diminished 
after their election, nor during the term for 
which they shall have been elected. The sal­ 
ary of the Justices of the Supreme Court shall 
be paid by tbe State. One half of the salary of 
eacn Superior Court Jndge shall be paid bv the 
State; the other half thereof shall be paid by 
the county for which he is elected. The annual 
sa la rie s of tbe Justices of the Supreme Court

shall be seven thonsand nr e hundred dollars 
(67,500) each, and the Supreme Court Commis­ 
sioners six thousand ($6,WO) dollars each. I n- 
til otherwise changed by the Legislature, the 
Superior Court Judges shall receive an annual 
salary of three thousand dollars each, payable 
monthly, except the Judges of the City and 
County of San Francisco, and the Counties of 
Alameda, Las Angeles, Santa Clara, 
and 
Sutter combined, Sacramento, Butte, Nevada,. 
S an Diego, San Bernardino, Ooltisa, and Tehama, 
who shall receive five thousand dollars, and the 
Judges of the counties of Tulare, Monterey, So­ 
noma, and San Joaquin shall receive four 
thousand dollars each. 


Amendment Nnmber Three, 


A He solution to propose an am endm ent to 
Section eight, of A rticle XI., of the Con­ 
stitution of the Slate of California, re ­ 
lating to the fram ing of a charter for 
cities of m ore than one hundred thou­ 
sand inhabitants, aud for cities of over 
ten thousand and less than one hun­ 
dred thousand inhabitants. 


Resolved, That the Legislature of the State oí 
California, at its regular session, commencing 
on the third day of January, eighteen hundred 
and eighty-seven, two-thirds of all the members 
elected to each of the two Houses of said Legis­ 
lature votine in favor thereof, hereby propose 
that Section eight, of Article XI., of the Consti­ 
tution ot said State, be amended so as to read as 
lollows: 
Section 8. Any city containing a population ol 
more thun one hundred thousand inhabitants 
may frame a charter for its own government, 
consistent with and subject to the Constitution 
and laws of this State, by causing a Board of 
fifteen freeholders, who shall have been for at 
least five years qualified electors thereof, to be 
elected by the qualified voters of such city, at 
any general or special election, whose duty it 
shall be. within ninety days after such election, 
to prepare and propose a charter for such city, 
which shall be signed in duplicate by the mem­ 
bers of such Board, or a majority ot them, and 
returned, one copy thereof to the Mayor, or 
other chief executive officer of such city, and 
the other to the Recorder of Deeds of the 
county. Such proposed charter shall then be 
published in two daily papers of general circu- 
lotion in such city, for at least twenty days; and 
j within not less than thirty days alter 
' such publication it shall be submitted to 
the qualified electors of such city, at a 
general or special election, and if a 
majority ot such qualified electors voting there­ 
at shall ratify the same, it shall thereafter be 
submitted to the Legislature for its upprova! or 
rejection as a whole, without power of altera­ 
tion or amendment: and if improved by a ma­ 
jority vote of the members elected to each 
House, it Eh all become the charter of such city, 
or if such city be consolidated with a county, 
then of such city and county, and shall become 
the organic law thereof, and supersede any ex­ 
isting charter, and all amendments thereof, and 
all special laws inconsistent with such charter. 
A copy of such charter, certified by the Mayor, 
or chief executive ofiicer. and authenticated by 
the seal of such city, setting forth the submis­ 
sion of such charter to the electors, and its rati­ 
fication by them, shall be made in duplicate, 
and deposited, one in the office of the Secretary 
of State, the other, alter being recorded in the 
office of the Recorder of Deeds of the county, 
among the archives of the city. Ail Courts shall 
take judicial notice thereof. The charter so 
ratified may be amended at intervals of not less 
than two years, bv proposals therefor, submitted 
by legislative authority of the city to the quali­ 
fied voters thereof, at a general or special elec­ 
tion held at least sixty days after the publica­ 
tion of such proposals, and ratified by at least 
three-fifths of the qualified electors voting 
thereat, and approved by the Legislature a? 
herein provided for the approval of the charter. 
In submitting any such cnarter, or amendment 
thereto, any alternative article or proposition 
may be presented for the choice of the voters, 
and may be voted on separately without preju­ 
dice to others. Any city containing a popu­ 
lation of more than ten thousand ana not 
more than one hundred thousand inhabitants 
may frame a charter for its own government, 
consistent with and subject to the Constitution 
and laws of this State, by causing a Board of fif­ 
teen freeholders, who shall have been for at 
least five years qualified electors thereof, to be 
elected by the qualified voters of said city, at 
any general or special election, whose duty it 
shall be, within ninety days after such election, 
to prepare and propose a charter for such city, 
which shall be signed in duplicate by the mem­ 
bers of such Board, or a majority of * them, and 
returned, one copy thereof to the Mayor, or 
other chief executive of said city, and the other 
to the Recorder of the county. .Such proposed 
charter shall then be published in two daily 
papers of geueral circulation in such city, for at 
least twenty days ; and the first publication shall 
be made within twenty da vs alter the comple­ 
tion ot the charterand within not less than 
thirty days after such publication it shall be 
submitted to the qualified electors of said city, 
at a general or speeial election, and if a major­ 
ity of such qualified electors voting thereat 
shall ratily the same, it shall thereafter be sub­ 
mitted to the Legislature for its approval or re­ 
jection as a whole, w ithout power of alteration 
or ameudmcnt, aud if approved by a majority 
vote of the members elected to each House, it 
shall become the charter of such city and the 
organic law thereof, and shul! supersede any 
existing charter and any amendments 
thereof, and all special laws inconsist­ 
ent 
with 
such 
charter. 
A copy 
of 
such charter, certified by the Mayor, 
or chief executive officer, and authenti­ 
cated by the seal of such city, setting 
forth the submission of such charter to the 
electors, and its ratification by them, shall be 
made in duplicate, aud deposited, one in the 
office of the Secretary of State, and the other, 
alter being recorded in said Recorder’s office, 
shall be deposited in the archives of the city : 
and thereafter all Courts shall take judicial 
notice ot said charter. The charter so iatified 
may be amended, at intervals ol not less than 
two years, by proposals there for, submitted by 
the legislative authority of the city to the quali­ 
fied electors thereof, at a general or special elec­ 
tion held at least sixty days after the publica­ 
tion of such proposals and ratified by at least 
three-fifths of the qualified electors votingthere- 
at, and approved by the Legislature as herein 
provided for the approval or the charter. In 
submitting any such charter, or amendment 
thereto, any alternative artieie or proportion 
may be presented for the choice of the voters, 
and may be voted on separately without preju­ 
dice to others. 
Now. therefore, pursuant to the provisions o r 
the C-omtitution and an Act of the Legislature, 
entitled “ An Act to provide for the submission 
of certain proposed amendments to the Consti­ 
tution of the State, hereinafter named, and 
which have been proposed and adopted by the 
Legislature of the State of California, at the 
session beginning on January third, eighteen 
hundred and eighty-seven, to the qualified vot­ 
ers of said State, at a special election to be 
called by the Governor for the twelfth day of 
April, eighteen hundred and eighty-seven,” ap­ 
proved March 15, 1887, the said amendments 
are submitted to be separately voted upon, by 
ballot, by the qualified electors of the State, on 
M a y , April 12,1887. 


The said amendments are respectively desig­ 
nated : 
‘ Amendment Number One.” 
“ Amendment Number Two.” 
44 Amendment Number Three,” 
And will, if adopted, be respectively desig­ 
nated amendments numbers four, five, and six, 
in the order of their submission ; and the ballots 
used at such election must contain the words : 
44 For the Amendment Number One.” 
44 For tbe Amendment Number Two.” 
“ For the Amendment Number Three.” 
Or the words: 
41 Against the Amendment Number One.” 
“ Against the Amendment Number Two.” 
“ Against the Amendment Number Three.” 
Written or printed thereon. 
And the Boards of Supervisors of each of the* 
respective counties of the State are hereby di­ 
rected to appoint officers of election and cause 
the polls to be opened, by proclamation, on said 
Tuesday, April 12,1887, 


At each of the election precincts of their re­ 
spective counties, pursuant to the statutes of 
the State in such case made and provided; said 
election to be conducted, and the returns there­ 
of duly certified to the Secretary of State, at the 
State Capitol, Sacramento, in like manner as is 
provided by law in the election of State officers 
(other than Governor and Lieutenant-Governor). 
And I do hereby ofler a reward of one hun­ 
dred dollars for the arrest and conviction of any 
and every person violating any of the pro­ 
visions of Title IV., I'art I , of the Penal Code; 
such rewards to be paid until the total amount 
expended hereafter for the purpose reaches tho 
eum of ten thousand dollars.

Three 
years ago our lands were considered almost 
valueless because of the generally believed 
unchangeable aridness bf the climate. The 
change is the result of tree-planting and 
cultivation of soil. So far as the work has 
gone the effect produced lias been wonder­ 
ful. The air, scientists explain, contains 
m uch moisture, the particles of water being 
so infinitely sm all that they are lighter 
than the dry air and float upon it. Culti­ 
vation of the soil and trees cool the air 
near the surface, rendering it so light that 
it lias the same effect 011 the particles of 
water that the pressure of one’s hand 
would have on a wet sponge. W hen enough 
of these m inute particles are pressed to­ 
gether they become heavier than the air 
and fall in dew, or when the same process 
is continued in a greater degree the result 
is a fall of rain. Just in proportion to the 
cultivation of the soil and the planting of 
trees so shall we have our reward in rain.-

A MONOGRAPH. 


A TERSE PRESENTATION OF “ THE 
AMERICAN QUESTION.” 


T h e E v o lu tio n o f O u r G o v e r n m e n ta l 
P o lic y , a n d t h e N e c e ssity fo r 
R e s tr ic te d I m m ig r a tio n . 


T h e following thoughtful consideration 
a n d tersely-presented views upon “ The 
A m erican Question ” is an extract from a 
lengthy and able paper upon the subject, 
b y W . H . Mills, recently read before the 
•Chit-Chat Club of San Francisco, and which 
w as printed by the society for use of its 
m em bers. The Chit-Chat Club is composed 
o f a num ber of leading writers and th in k ­ 
ers, who meet m onthly for the discussion 
-of leading topics of the day, and for 
m utual criticism upon papers present­ 
ed . 
The entire m onograph is too ex­ 
tended to permit its publication in full, 
b u t the portion selected, and here present­ 
ed, will afford an indication of the princi­ 
ples upon which the consideration is based, 
an d the necessary conclusion drawn. After 
a review of the evolution in civilizations 
a n d governments of older countries, reads 
th e follow ing: 
T he earliest settlement of our country 
w as of a dual character. The Puritans and 
th e Cavaliers who, while living under the 
sam e civil polity, exerted a modifying in ­ 
fluence upon each other, settled in differ­ 
ent, and at that tim e remote, parts of the 
territory constituting our national domain. 
Relieved of external pressure, the colonies 
o f Plym outh and of Jam estown became 
th e sources of two distinctive civilizations. 
T h e Puritan planted his deep religions 
convictions, his love of freedom of con­ 
science, his austere morality, and his claim 
to the right to worship God according to 
th e dictates of his conscience, and to force 
upon others that worship which the Puri­ 
tan conscience approved. 
The Cavalier 
brought his love of light pleasure, his spirit 
o f adventure, his chivalrous sense of honor, 
an d the 
enfeebled religious 
conviction 
w hich makes a state religion not only pos­ 
sible, but a necessity. Both confronted a 
wilderness of unknow n and indefinite ex­ 
te n t which m ight become to each the the­ 
ater of empire. 
The year 1620 witnessed 
tw o coincident events—first, the landing of 
th e Pilgrim s at Plym outh R ock; second, 
th e landing of a cargo of slaves at the 
m outh of Jam es river. Henceforward, pro­ 
found conviction in all m atters civil and 
religious were to run a pkrallel course with 
tem porizing expediency. 
Henceforward, 
th e colors of the two civilizations were to 
appear—the dark shadow of slavery upon a 
Cavalier background, and the 
brilliant 
tights of liberty upon a Puritan back­ 
ground. Two hundred aud forty-five years 
later, on April 7, 1865, two arm ed hosts 
confronted each other upon the soil of the 
O ld Dominion. The one was commanded 
by Robert E. Lee, the other by U. S. Grant. 
B oth of these great leaders were patriots, 
a s God sees the earnest motives w h ich . 
m ake men loyal to the civilization of which 
th ey are a product, and true to the country 
o f which they are citizens. 
Behind each 
stood arrayed the valor and the manhood 
o f the two contending sections. 
Stretched 
far out behind this closing scene of the 
dram a were the unbroken chains of action 
connecting the day with the events of 1620. 
T h e event of Jamestown under Lee sur­ 
rendered to the event of Plym outh under 
G rant. 
F or a quarter of a century since the cur­ 
tain fell on the closing scene of that m ighty 
struggle, the southern section has remained 
in unpatriotic solidarity, supported in its 
pretensions by the foreign vote of the 
N orth. 
Thus for a quarter of a century 
w e have had government proceeding from 
a section of the country only, and the re- 
fjurring issue of each Presidential election 
h as been sim ply which section, a condition 
Érom which not even the subtle and fasci­ 
natin g jingoism of Mr. Blaine could re­ 
lieve us. 
It is now 266 years since the prim itive 
colonial settlements of this country ; and 
w hile it is true that our political independ­ 
ence is but 111 years of age, the evolution 
o f our civilization from the standpoint of 
native growth and environm ent is 266 
years of process. From the inception of 
th e colonial period to the adoption of the 
Federal Constitution we have had 168 years 
o f process. 
The civil, religious, social and 
m oral institutions of the country, as they 
exist under the Constitution of the United 
States, were therefore 168 years in forma­ 
tion. U nder that Constitution we have had 
nearly a century of experimental growth 
a n d development. The American question 
is : 
H as all this time, all this diversified 
history, all this growth, developed here no 
distinctive nationalism .to which the sub- j 
jects of European and Asiatic monarchies 
are foreign, alien and by hereditary apti­ 
tu d e and instinct proceeding from the 
civilization which evolved them —antago­ 
nistic? The American question is : 
Have 
w e passed the colonial period of onr exist­ 
ence, with its alluvial loosely laid deposits 
o f heterogeneous life, and have we entered 
upon the granite formation of a well-devel­ 
oped civilization, with its attendant politi­ 
cal, religious and educational institutions, 
conform ing to the law of evolution to a 
specific environm ent? If we have reached 
th e plane of American nationalism —if at 
last the elements of individual life in fusion 
have blended into a homogeneous whole, 
then we may receive that into the body 
politic that which will interrupt the true 
.processes of evolution toward higher planes 
o f national greatness, and retard, if not 
w holly arrest the progress of this nation­ 
alism . 
W ith a vast continent to people and sub­ 
due, we invited the down-trodden and op­ 
pressed of all nations, not because they 
w ere down-trodden and oppressed, but be­ 
cause there was am ple room for all, and 
because to all appearances the accession of 
a land-holding citizenship was illimitable. 
I t was the natural appeal of the vortex, the 
instinctive invitation of the vacuum. The 
evils of an over-populated country were so 
rem ote as to present the appearance of a 
dream y hallucination. 
Apprehension had 
effected a loan of disaster on very long 
credit, both the interest and principal of 
w hich are m aturing in our day. 
"We have founded a government based 
apon manhood suffrage. W e have reared 
th e edifice of our civil liberty upon the en­ 
during principle that man is endowed by 
h is Creator with inalienable right, and that 
to secure these governments are instituted. 
B y this we declare that the citizen is not 
th e slave of the government, but that the 
governm ent is the servant of the citizen. 
W e have asserted both the right and the 
capacity of man for self-government. We 
have proclaimed the principle that man is 
the highest authority in the government. 
W e have erected a barrier to absolutism in 
governm ent by the promulgation of the 
doctrine that man is possessed of inherent 
rights which are his to exercise beyond and 
above governmental interference. We have 
lim ited governmental interference with the 
absolute freedom of the citizen to that de­ 
gree of reasonable restraint only which is 
consistent w ith the welfare of organized 
society. Two principles assail the founda­ 
tio n of this government. The one is the in­ 
herent tendencies of all governments to 
centralization and absolutism. The other, 
a n d the more insidious foe, is communism. 
A bsolutism divests men of natural rights, 
a n d substitutes therefor the extension of 
privileges. Under all forms of absolutism, 
w hether republican or monarchical, the 
•citizen has no rights, but rather such privi­ 
leges as the government in its munificent 
geuerósity may extend. Communism con­ 
verts the citizen into a slave of the com- 
.m onw ealth. 
The natural endowment of 
capacity is merged under the plea of elim i­ 
natin g disparity of condition. Thus sloth, 
indolence and incapacity established an 
enforced copartnership 
w ith 
industry, 
■flirift and capacity. 
The slave was the 
c h attel of a single m aster only. The m em ­ 
ber of a comm une is the slave of many 
m asters. 
Victor Hugo said : 
“ Deformity 
is the wrong side of sublim ity.' 
Borrow­ 
ing the m etaphor by slight transposition, 
w e mav say communism is the wrong side 
o f absolutism . 
Im perialism breeds the 
com m unism which it most resembles. In 
R ussia the darkest absolutism which has 
brooded the earth w ith its broad and bat­ 
like wings, nihilism , is simply exasper­ 
a te d oommunism. 
It resorts to the dyna­ 
m ite bom b as its only possible expression, 
to r assassination is the only appeal from 


absolutism. The iron absolutism of Bis­ 
marck engenders German socialism, which 
is kept in a state of repression by 500,000 
arm ed men. 
The constitutional im perial­ 
ism of England engenders the rent-repudi­ 
ating poverty of Ireland. 
As compared 
with these political 
systems, we have 
erected a government here in American 
upon principles widely at variance with all 
the old forms of usurpation. 
It will be 
m aintained only so long as the character of 
its citizenship posseses that degree of intel­ 
ligence, that moderation of 
individual 
character, that toleiation of all the relig­ 
ious and civil rights of others, which ht 
men for self-government. W e have estab­ 
lished a system of perfect religious tolera­ 
tion upon the broad theory that religion is 
entirely a m atter of private conscience 
based upon the rights of exercise of private 
judgm ent. It therefore becomes speedily 
apparent that whoever entertains the opin­ 
ion that the rights of private judgm ent 
should be denied to m ankind, that religion 
is the concernment of the state, is in no 
sense a reinforcement to ihe aggregate of 
tolerant opinion upon which national reli­ 
gious toleration alone can be founded, and 
upon which it m ust depend for perpetuity. 
Each individual citizen being an integral 
portion of the great sovereignty of the com­ 
monwealth, education in all its branches is 
the concern of the state. 
Since govern­ 
m ent with us is not an external force act­ 
ing upon a subject citizenship, since it is ! 
not an entity abstract and apart from the j 
people, it follows that its perpetuity will 
depend upon the reasonableness of the 
people, and upon their intellectual capa­ 
city to acquire an intelligent perception of 
the necessity of obedience. 
W e m ust edu­ 
cate the people because they are sovereign, 
and because the sovereign m ust be made fit 
to rule. The non-sectarian system of pub­ 
lic education is therefore an indispensable 
adjunct to the perpetuity of republican in ­ 
stitutions. Whoever. therefore, believes that 
education is the concern of the church, and 
not of the state, is inim ical to the perpetu­ 
ation of the non-sectarian education so in­ 
dispensable to the perpetuity of the repub- 
tic. Sectarian education is indeed the be­ 
ginning ef connection between the state 
and the church, because sectarian educa­ 
tion could proceed upon no other hypothe­ 
sis than the established truths of religion ; 
truths which, to find a place in the public 
educational system, m ust first receive the 
sanction of legislation. 
Under all the old 
forms of m onarchy—indeed, under all gov­ 
ernm ents but our own, there is the plain 
recognition of the three groups—the family, 
the church and the state. 
Under ours we 
have but two—the family and the state. 
Thus have we brought the unit of the state, 
the family, into close alliance with its great 
sum , the nation, and have elim inated the 
unnatural intervention of the church. 
Blending together as they do, these institu­ 
tions constitute distinctive Americanism. 
Even beyond this a distinctive nationalism 
dem anding tbe fealty of a distinctively 
American patriotism. 
It was a favorite m axim of the gentle 
Charles Kingsley that it is “ by great senti­ 
m ents well directed, and by lofty patriot­ 
ism thoroughly comprehended, that great 
souls and great nations live." The unintel­ 
ligent transplanted patriotism of yesterday 
may be little more than the self gr’atulation 
of escape from oppression; but in that na­ 
tionalism so foreign to the conceptions of 
the civilization which produced it, there is 
not that complete assim ilation from which 
the love and veneration of country, which 
we call patriotism, proceeds. T hat his in - 1 
stincts, his inherited aptitudes, and in short 
bis entire intellectual, m ental and moral 
contour, are foreign, is his misfortune, not 
his fault. The German socialists who threw 
dynam ite bombs among the Chicago police 
were, to their conception, assaulting gov­ 
ernm ental restraint. 
It was impossible for 
them to understand, with their lim ited ex­ 
perience of free institutions, that the exist­ 
ence of guardians of the peace m eant the 
conservation of their rights, to the security 
of which the government was pledged. 
It 
was impossible for them to conceive how 
the majesty of the law sim ply m eant the 
majesty of the people. That 'the govern­ 
m ent against which they were manifesting 
the blind fury of the ignorance born of des­ 
potism, proceeded from themselves, and 
was not a hateful external force. Liberty is 
not national, right is not national, truth is 
not national, but the German expression of 
these virtues on this occasion deserves the 
gallows. And while we pray that the tree 
of liberty shall shoot its top to the sun, and 
its boughs shall hang over' the ends of the 
world, that wearied nations may lie down 
and rest in its shade, we will find it both 
wholesome and salutary to ornam ent the 
limbs of that tree with such specimens of 
German nationality as m ay fire bombs 
charged with dynam ite upou tbe represen­ 
tatives of government and law in this 
country.
